918—What Is the Meaning of Mark 4: 12? 


Question—Please explain through THE HERALD OF 
GosPpeL Liperty the meaning of Mark 4:12, together 
with Isa. 6:9.—R. L. H. 


You have asked what many regard as one 
of the hardest questions in the Bible. I 
once heard one of the most gifted ministers 
admit that to him this passage was the 
hardest in the Bible. That may be true, 
but we believe a simple interpretation will 
remove the difficulty. The true explana- 
tion is brought out in Matt. 13: 14-16. As 
I see it, the reference in this passage, and 
it is the same truth as that brought out in 
Mark 4:12, only perhaps more fully ex- 
pressed, is to people who had refused the 
truth of God and had turned away from 
it because they did not wish to accept it. 
Of these people it is that we read in all of 
these passages, but it is made plainer in 
Matt. 13:15, in which we read not that 








God had closed their eyes against the truth, 
of course not, for God seeks to open blinded 
eyes, but Matt. 13:15 expressly says that 
these people had closed their eyes lest at 
any time they should see with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and should under- 
stand with their heart, and should be con- 
verted, and I should heal them. That is a 
clear case. The reference is to men who do 
not wish the truth, they do not wish to be 
saved. They seem to be afraid they will be 
converted, if they should open their eyes and 
ears and hearts to the gospel. So this is 
a case in which the Lord permits people to 
do what they wish to do. If you will turn 
to 2 Thess. 2:11, you will see that because 
men and women refuse the truth of God, 
when He sends it to them, He then sends 
them a delusion that they may believe a lie 
and be damned, not that He wished them 
damned, but because they would have noth- 
ing else. When you refuse the truth, you 
may expect to believe a lie and take its 
consequences. 


919—What Do Socialists Believe? 


Question—Will you, through THE HERALD, make 
known the belief of the Socialists? Are they an- 
archists, free thinkers, infidels, or what? As I un- 
derstand them they do not even believe in morals. 
That is, if their income is not sufficient for their 
wants, they can obtain their wants by being immoral. 
I heard a Sunday-school teacher say to the class that 
she tries to teach that she believed that the Socialists 
would reform Germany. I am not aware that they 
ever reformed anything. Please make as plain a 
statement as you feel that you can. I am interested 
in some who have accepted their belief.—A. P. T 

It is not an easy matter to answer your 
question, since it is always difficult for one 
man to tell what another believes. The 
safest thing and the just thing is to quote 
from the public prints of to-day a part of 
what the Socialists themselves say they be- 
lieve. In thus allowing the leading Social- 
ist teachers of the world to speak concern- 
ing what they believe, no one can justly 
charge me with answering through preju- 
dice. I am the more careful in thus answer- 
ing because I do not wish to misrepresent 
them. 


I quote them as follows: 


Borutau, a leading Socialist of his day 
(the middle part of the latter half of the 
last century), describes Socialism as “a new 
view of the world, which in the department 
of religion, expresses itself as Atheism; in 
politics, as Republicanism; in economy, as 
Communism.” See Woolsey’s Communism 
and Socialism, p. 247. 

Bebel, possibly the most famous Socialist 
of the same period, or nearly so, in the 
world, sums up the chief aims of Socialism, 
in a speech in the Reichstag, on March 31, 
1881, as follows: “We aim in the domain 
of politics at Republicanism; in the domain 
of economics, at Socialism; and in the do- 
main of what is to-day called religion, at 
Atheism.” See Dawson’s Lasalle and Ger- 
man Socialism, p. 286. 

Mr. E. Belfort Bax, a preeminent English 
Socialist, puts the principal aims of Social- 
ism as follows: “Socialism has been well 
described as a new conception of the world 
presenting itself in industry as Cooper- 











ative Communism, in politics as Interna- 
tional Republicanism, in religion as Athe- 
istic Humanism, by which is meant the 
recognition of social progress as our being’s 
highest end and aim. The establishment of 
society on a Socialistic basis would imply 
the definitive abandonment of all theological 
cults, since the notion of a transcendent 
God or semi-divine prophet is but the 
counterpart and analogue of the transcend- 
ent governing class. So soon as we are rid 
of the desire of one section of society to en- 
slave another, the dogmas of an effete creed 
will lose their interest. As the religion of 
slave industry was Paganism; as the relig- 
ion of serfage was Catholic Christianity, or 
Sacerdotalism; as the religion of capitalism 
is Protestant Christianity, or Biblical dog- 
ma, so the religion of collective and coop- 
erative industry is Humanism, which is only 
another name for Socialism.” See The Re- 
ligion of Socialism (published in 1902), 
p. 81. 

Prof. Flint (Socialism, p. 447) explains 
the basis of the antagonism of Socialism to 
religion, as follows: “The doctrine of So- 
cial Democracy is based on a materialistic 
conception of the world. Its advocates as- 
sail belief in God and immortality as not 
only in itself superstitious, but as a chief 
obstacle to the reception of their teaching 
and the triumph of their cause.” 

The Social Demokrat, the official organ of 
the German Socialist Party, in its issue for 
May 25, 1880, explicitly sums up the atti- 
tude of Socialism to Christianity as follows: 
“As a matter of simple fact, it must be can- 
didly avowed Christianity is the bitterest 
foe of Social Democracy. Just as so utterly 
dunderheaded a religion as Christianity 
could only strike root at all two thousand 
years ago in a humanity that had complete- 
ly degenerated, so ever since its efforts have 
always been directed, not as one might sup- 
pose, to rid the world of misery and destitu- 
tion, but rather to use them for its ends, 
and as a cloak for its other vices and 
enormities.”’ 


“When God is driven out of the brains 
of men, the whole system of privilege by 
the grace of God comes to the ground, and 
whenever heaven hereafter is recognized as 
a big lie, men will attempt to establish heav- 
en here. Therefore, whoever assails Chris- 
tianity assails, at the same time, monarchy 
and _ capitalism.” See L’Internationale 
Rouge, by Dr. Zacher, translated by Rev. 
E. M. Geldart, p. 22. 


It must not be forgotten that in this 
country, at least, many Christian men and 
women have associated themselves with 
Socialism, but this does not mean that they 
hold necessarily to these ideas of the great 
world teachers of Socialism, for at least 
some do not. We are glad to believe that 
many of them, holding to what is known to 
the public as Christian Socialism, have no 
sympathy with these extreme views, but 
they constitute an element in the party far 
too small to guarantee the exclusion of such 
views from the body at large. There is 
room to say much more, but space forbids.

endowed with great wealth, with 

riches untold, and yet now and then 
we hear church people lamenting the fact 
that the Church is so poor and not able to 
do the things which so much need to be 
done for the betterment of the world. That 
cannot be true. Do you think that the Lord 
of heaven and earth, He who owns all 
things, would establish His Church in the 
world and then send it out among men on 
a mission for which He could not equip it? 
It is an unreasonable assumption. The man 
who makes such a claim, either through 
ignorance or through a failure to appreciate 
the endowment the Lord has given to the 
Church, ought to stop and consider well 
what he is doing, for every claim of that 
sort is belittling both the Lord and His 
Church. 


The Church has not yet realized it, but it 
is true that the Lord has made ample pro- 
vision for the Church in its mission to the 
world. He has endowed the Church with 
one gift which makes it possible, when the 
Church has accepted that gift, to provide 
for every other real need of the Church. 
If this is true, as we mean presently to 
show it is, then what the Church needs is 
not more endowment, but a wise use of what 
we have. We are much like the man of 
whom Jesus tells in one of the Gospels—he 
has not used what he had, and as a result 
we think the Church weak and helpless. 
That is our mistake. We have allowed our- 
selves to be blinded to the truth of our great 
spiritual wealth, till at length we have per- 
suaded ourselves that we are poor. We are 
not poor, except as we have made ourselves 
believe we are poor. There is not much 
difference between the man who thinks he is 
poor and the man who is poor, for neither 
one can be persuaded to undertake any 
great thing for God, and the reason they 
will not is because they both believe they 
are poor.

When a man realizes that God has given 
him air to breathe, food to eat, water to 
drink, clothes to wear, and a house for 
shelter, and all at the call of his strength, 
properly used, he ought not to class himself 
as poor, for he has all that he needs, with 
wholesome effort, to meet his wants. In 
another form this is the situation of the 
Church. She is not poor, but rich in her 
possessions, if she would but realize it and 
use what she has at her command. This is 
the one lesson the Church has not yet learn- 
ed, although it was given to her in a very 
definite and impressive form on the day of 
Pentecost, when the Holy Spirit came upon 
the people in great power and three thou- 
sand souls were brought into the Church 
in a single day. What gave the Church 
power to reach so many people that day? 
It was the gift of the Spirit, and under 
the coming of that gift, the very thing hap- 
pened that the Lord said would happen. He 
told the Church, in Acts 1:8, that they 
would receive power after that the Holy 





Ghost had come upon them. Not only so, 
but He told them what this power would 
make them do. He said: “And ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth.” Did the 
Church that day lack anything? Was it 
too poor to undertake the work the Spirit 
had given it? Most assuredly not. They 
undertook it and succeeded because the 
power of the Lord had come upon them— 
the Lord was working with them. 


That power has never been taken from 
the Church except as the Church kept it 
wrapped in a napkin, so to speak, waiting 
for the Lord to come back and put the gift 
to some good use. Some one has said, and 
we believe it is true, that the Church, fully 
endowed with the Spirit, has at its command 
all necessary resources for doing the Lord’s 
work. We believe that is true. The fact 
is, we have never heard of a Church which 
kept filled with the Spirit had to sus- 
pend its operations, or to give up its place 
in the community. The truth is, when the 
Church has the gift of the Holy Spirit, fill- 
ing its members, she lacks nothing for her 
work in the Lord’s service—she is fully 
equipped and ready for her mission, even 
to the ends of the earth. The Church whose 
members are thus filled with the Spirit 
never lacks in power to do God’s will. Why 
may we not learn this one lesson? Remem- 
ber a baptized Church is a rich Church. 

Read Rev. 3: 14-22, especially verses 17 
and 18. 


THE MOST UNIQUE RACE AMONG MEN 


Among the many races of men there is 
one which stands out as unique—stands 
alone, with no other like it. We refer to the 
Jewish people. They constitute the one 
great human miracle. They have had the 
most remarkable history of any other people 
on the face of the earth, a nation without 
a country, and yet indestructible, maintain- 
ing their racial and national peculiarities 
while scattered among peoples so entirely 
different from them. They have been the 
most disobedient and rebellious of all the 
peoples who have ever had knowledge of 
the true God, and yet God’s love for them 
abides—they are still His peculiar people. 
Even now they are hastening to the day of 
renewed allegiance to God, when they shall 
be reestablished in their own land and God 
shall again be their Ruler. They have been 
hated and hounded as no other people in the 
history of the world on account of their na- 
tional peculiarities, and yet they have not 
been destroyed nor made to conform to the 
ways of the nations under whose govern- 
ments they live. They were once a divided 
people, but their divisions were long since 
healed—Judah and Israel became Judah, 
although they are better known to this day 
as the Israelites than they are as Judah. 
As they have been true to God, they have 
been blessed and have prospered. As they 


have been untrue, they have lost out as a 
nation, and while as individuals they pros- 
per, yet as a nation a divine blight is upon 
them, and it will never be removed till they 
return and submit to the rule of Jesus, 
whom they once rejected, disowned, and cru- 
cified. Oh, Galilean, thou shalt conquer 
at last! How patiently Jesus awaits their 
return to givé them again the first place 
among all the peoples of earth. 

In one of the lessons for this year, Pelou- 
bet’s Notes gives the following interesting 
historical facts concerning this people, 
away back in the days when they were a 
nation and a great power, under God, among 
the nations of the world: 


A fruit of Hezekiah’s Passover, which I 
have seen nowhere else, has been given in 
a former number of The Sunday School 
Times (1911) by Prof. Israel Friedlander 
Ph. D., of the Jewish Theological Seminary, 
New York City. His article suggests the 
a end statement: 

e celebration of the Passover as re- 
corded in the Book of Chronicles is “a a 
the most important events in the eventful 
reign of Hezekiah. * * * The idea of a 
Chosen People, which already in its patri- 
archs was chosen to be God’s people on 
earth, necessarily implies the unity of 
Israel.” 

Under David and Solomon there was but 
one nation, and one capital, Jerusalem. 

Then the nation was divided for more 
than two centuries into Judah and Israel. 


Then in Hezekiah’s time Israel as a king- 
dom came to an end, never to be revived 
again. 

Thus Judah became the sole kingdom, and 
Jerusalem the one capital. Those among 
the Israelites in Palestine who were true to 
Jehovah listened to Hezekiah’s invitation to 
join in the great celebration by the true fol- 
lowers of Jehovah, and later the pious cap- 
tives of Israel joined gradually with the 
loyal captives of Judah, and formed one 
race of Jews. 


This prepared for the coming of Christ. 
Jerusalem still exists. And Palestine is 
waiting for the true, faithful Jews, who will 
be true to their true leader, the Jesus who 
was descended from King David, and is to 
be “King of kings and Lord of lords.” 

What a glorious day it will.be when the 
Jews become converted and accept Christ! 
That day will surely come. 





CHRIST THE LIVING CENTER 


The sun is the center of our solar system. 
Around it everything is held in place by 
the great law of gravitation. It is just as 
true that Jesus is the center of our spirit- 
ual system. Under His influence everything 
follows the right. Some one has said that 
the most striking fact in history is that 
where men have minimized Jesus or rele- 
gated Him to a more distant sphere—where, 
in short, Christ is not the living center of 
everything, the value of the Church has de- 
clined, its life has waned. That is a sig- 
nificant statement, but we believe it is true. 
The Church cannot prosper apart from 
Christ. He said it Himself—“Without me 
ye can do nothing.” Is it not just as true 
that when Jesus is not honored by the love 
and faith of His people that the Church 
cannot prosper? Yea, is it not also true 
that when men and women dishonor Christ 
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by imbibing error that the decline of the 
spiritual forces is inevitable? No Church 
can thrive on error. It may prosper 
temporally, and seem to flourish numerically 
and even financially, but as a spiritual pow- 
er a Church which imbibes and sustains 
error in any serious form cannot be pros- 
perous in the Lord’s work. Then it would 
seem that the first duty of every church in 
the land would be to maintain right rela- 
tions to Jesus Christ as the Head of the 
Church. Do you question this position? It 
is just as true in other walks of life. If 
Gen. Pershing, commanding our troops in 
Europe, should find his men not believing 
in him as their commander, and disregard- 
ing all instructions given for the health, 
protection, and efficiency of his men, what 
could Gen. Pershing hope for the record of 
his work in France? Nothing, absolutely 
nothing! It is true in all fields of activity, 
but, if possible, more true in the obedience 
and loyalty of the Church to Jesus Christ. 
If we are to have power from on high 
and if we are to use that power for the 
upbuilding of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, 
then we must maintain right relations with 
the great Head of the Church. It has taken 
the Church a long time to learn this lesson. 
Let us get down to business in earnest and 
learn to honor Jesus Christ as our Com- 
mander-in-chief.

It is printed and 
sent to the soldiers as a gift from the 
Sunday-School Union, an institution which 
has devoted a hundred years to Sunday-- 
school work and to providing good reading 
for country homes in the outlying districts. 
A very thoughtful kindness, indeed, for our 
soldiers. 


*** A writer in one of our exchanges de- 
clares that the office of pastor has become a 
business office, at least in many cases. Yes, 
and the more business the less pastor, be- 
cause less prayer and study of the Word. 
When we burn the candle at both ends, it 
gets shorter rapidly, till presently there is 
no candle at all. Is it not just as true that 
the more we make our pastor’s work a busi- 
ness center, the less real pastor we shall 
have? 


*** A world grip of Christianity is now 
being set for the period immediately follow- 
ing the war. The religion of Christ is de- 
termined to conquer and command this 
world. One great missionary interest after 
another is thrust upon public consideration. 
Now it is Africa. The World Sunday- 
School Association, at its recent meeting, 
voted that the dark continent was the most 
strategic field for missionary operations. 
The childhood of the Mohammedan world 
offers the supreme opportunity. The Edin- 
burgh Conference set the African field out 
as the most fruitful and most needy section 
of all the world, and where the strongest 
impact Christianity can produce should be 
centered. A conference on Africa will be 
held at New York City, November 20, 21, 
and 22. The meeting will be composed of 
representatives of the Foreign Mission 
Boards of Canada and United States. The 
opening address will be made by Bishop 
Joseph C. Hartzell. His address will be in- 
troductory, setting forth with map the loca- 
tion of the mission centers of all the mis- 
sion boards interested in that continent. The 
most immediate barrier on the battle line 
of Christian conquest is the Moslem world. 
It is intended to make the west front the 
most aggressive until victory is assured. 
What days are these in which to live! The 
entire line of Christ’s army moves forward! 
—Christian Advocate. 


*** In referring to the general judgment, 
the editor of The Christian Register 
asks: “What shall we say of the 
power to visualize events in those who 
imagine a General Day of Judgment 
conducted with the deliberation of such 
a tribunal as the Supreme Court at 
Washington?” Then, as if commenting on, 
rather than answering, his own question, he 
says: “Taking together all the millions who 
have died since human history began, it 
would be necessary to judge them at the 
rate of at least a million a minute. Par- 
ables perverted mislead many religious 
teachers.” A perverted parable may mis- 
lead some religious teachers, but we are 
really anxious to know what it is that so 
misleads the editor of The Christian Regis- 
ter. He conceives of the General Day of 
Judgment as a human court at work, and 
on that account he does not evidently see 
how the end of the General Day of Judg- 
ment can be made possible. He thinks the 
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dead would have to be judged at the rate 
of a million a minute, and so it might be, if 
it were a human court passing judgment on 
all the millions who have lived since the 
beginning of the human race, but most sure- 
ly the Infinite Creator of the Universe and 
all it contains, will not be limited in the day 
of judgment to the capabilities of an earthly 
court under a human judge. God has told 
us that man’s ways are not His ways—that 
is where the editor of The Register makes 
his mistake. It is possible that he is him- 
self the dupe of a perverted parable, or is 
he mislead by an effort to plan the court of 
Heaven on the basis of science? The length 
of time which will be needed to do the work 
of the General Judgment Day cannot be 
measured by the days in which a human 
court could do the work. We really thought 
a man who has so much to say about his hu- 
man wisdom would know better than to make 
such a remark as that. He seems to have 
found out what it is that has so perverted 
the minds of man in religious ideas, and he 
may be right in part, but we really wish he 
would tell what has so perverted his judg- 
ment as to make him measure the capacity 
of the Judge Who shall preside in the day 
of judgment with the capacity of the United 
States Supreme Court. Alas, if we only 
could see as we are seen! 


*** Do you feel quite sure that your re- 
ligion is the right kind?—that it has in it 
all the elements the Lord meant it should 
have? Now it may be that it will be wise 
on your part to reexamine your own hope 
and see whether or no you be in the faith, 
the true faith of the gospel. You can never 
be too sure of your hope, provided it be a 
genuine hope in Christ, and so it may pay 
you to look into the true character of your 
hope—whether it be well founded or not. 
Let me suggest a line of thought that may 
help you to determine if you have the true 
faith and the abiding hope in Jesus. A 
cowboy who had been converted to the Chris- 
tian faith gave his idea of what it is to be 
truly converted in the following strong lan- 
guage: “Lots of folks that would really like 
to do right think that servin’ the Lord 
means shoutin’ themselves hoarse praisin’ 
His name. Now I’ll tell you how I look at 
that. I’m working for Jim here. Now if I’d 
sit around the house here tellin’ what a good 
fellow Jim is, and singin’ songs to him, and 
getting up in the night to serenade him, I’d 
be doin’ just like lots of Christians do, but 
I wouldn’t suit Jim, and I’d get fired mighty 
quick.

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JESUS CRUCIFIED 








ON WEDNESDAY* 


“GOOD FRIDAY’’ A DELUSION 
By William Frederick, Clyde, Ohio 


It is admitted by all credible Bible stu- 
dents that Jesus was crucified at the time 
of the Jewish Passover, and that He came 
to Bethany on the Friday preceding His 
death, which came “six days before the 
Passover” (John 12:1). 

The Passover always came on _ the 
fifteenth day of the first month of the Jew- 
ish year, and this ordinance was called the 
Passover because the death angel passed 
over Israel, and smote the first-born of 
Egypt during the night of the fifteenth. 
It is also called, “The feast of unleavened 
bread” (Lev. 23:6), because the Jews ate 
their Passover during that night (Luke 
22:1). 

Since the Passover always came on the 
fifteenth day of the first month and since 
the Friday Jesus came to Bethany came 
“six days before the Passover,” it is evident 
that Jesus came to Bethany on the ninth 
day of the month, because six from fifteen 
leaves nine. 

When the ninth day of any month falls 
on Friday, the fifteenth day of the same 
month can come on no other day of the 
week than Thursday. This proves that the 
Passover came on Thursday when Jesus 
was crucified, instead of Saturday, as is now 
commonly taught. This truth cannot be set 
aside without contradicting established 
facts that corroborate the gospel writers, 
for it is a known fact that the new moon 
which indicated the beginning of the first 
month of the Jewish year came on Thurs- 
day, the twenty-third of March, in the year 
A. D. 30, when Jesus was crucified. 

When the first day of any month falls on 
Thursday, the ninth day of that month can 
come on no other day of the week than 
Friday, and that was the day of the month, 
and of the week, that Jesus came from 
Jericho to Bethany. 

When Friday comes on the ninth of any 
month, the fourteenth day of the same 
month, when the Jews killed and prepared 
their Passover (2 Chron. 35:1) and when 
Jesus was crucified and buried (John 19: 
14) could come no other day of the week 
than Wednesday. 

Since the fourteenth, which was the 
“preparation” day for the Passover, fell on 
Wednesday, the fifteenth, when the Pass- 
over was observed, came on Thursday. The 
fifteenth day of the first month, was the 
first day of “unleavened bread,” and also 
an annual sabbath with the Jews (Ex. 12: 
15, 16). This annual sabbath could come 
on any day of the week, like our Christmas 
day. Jesus was crucified and buried the 
day before this annual Passover Sabbath, 
which came on Thursday, instead of the day 





before the weekly Sabbath, as is now com- 
monly taught. 

The “preparation” often spoken of by the 
gospel writers, was for the Passover Sab- 
bath; not for the weekly Sabbath, because 
that preparation day came on the fourteenth 
day of the month, and the following weekly 
Sabbath came on the seventeenth. “Jt was 
the preparation of the Passover” (John 
19: 14, 31); when Jesus was crucified and 
buried. 

Since the death of Jesus the crucifixion 
day was changed from the day before the 
Passover Sabbath, and placed on the day 
before the weekly Sabbath. This changing 
of the crucifixion day from Wednesday to 
Friday is the work of the devil (Matt. 13: 
39), for it is a cunning lie that contradicts 
the Scriptures and destroys the harmony of 
God’s Word, and prevents us from seeing 
the literal fulfilment of the many types and 
prophesies relating to the death and resur-

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rection of Jesus, which is the Christian’s 
ground for faith. 

The law and prophets foretold the exact 
time of His coming (Gal. 4:4), showing 
the day of the month and the day of the 
week and the time of the day and the place 
(Jerusalem), where Jesus was to suffer and 
die, and this prediction was literally ful- 
filled. 

Such is “the record that God gave of 
His Son” in the law and by the prophets, 
and to change any part of it is no light mat- 
ter (Rev. 22: 18, 19), because doing so con- 
tradicts God’s Word and the gospel writers 
(See 1 John 5:9, 10 and Luke 24: 25-27, 
44; Acts 4: 27, 28, 18: 27-29; 1 Cor. 15: 3, 
4). 

The crucifixion of Jesus could not have 
come on any other day of the week than 
Wednesday, nor any other place on the face 
of the earth than Jerusalem, without con- 
tradicting the Scriptures, because the exact 
time and place were foretold in the law of 
Moses and by the prophets. 


The theory of Friday crucifixion is a 
“strong delusion” (2 Thes. 2:11) that 
blinds the eye and prevents the judgment 
so that the truth cannot be seen. We have 
a “sure word of prophecy, whereunto ye do 
well if ye take heed.” Jesus died and rose 
again, “according to the Scriptures,” and it 
is written, “Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.” The gos- 
pels are written to reveal the truth, and 
show the fulfilment of prophecy, in the 
death and resurrection of Jesus. 

“These things are written that ye might 
believe that Jesus was the Christ the Son 
of God, and that believing ye might have 
life through His name” (John 20: 31).

Each year our thank-offerings are used 
to furnish permanent equipment for our 
mission fields at home and abroad. This 
year they will be devoted to mission homes. 
The home mission offering will be devoted 
again to Bishop Cottage, the home for the 
superintendent of Franklinton College. This 
building is now in process of construction, 
and is sorely needed. Mr. and Mrs. Hender- 
shot are living in a log cabin, waiting for 
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the completion of their new home. Because 
of the increase in price of building ma- 
terials, and because a larger, better building 
is being erected than was at first planned, 
$1,000 is needed to complete the Bishop 
Cottage Fund. 

On the foreign field we have two equally 
important and pressing mission home needs. 
One is in Ponce, Porto Rico, where we have 
worked for nearly seventeen years, and un- 
til now have not had a single mission home. 
The other is in Tokyo, Japan. Mr. and 
Mrs. Garman have been working under 
great disadvantage because they have no 
permanent home. There is no agency 
which counts for so much on the foreign 
field as a Christian home; but the Garmans 
have been compelled to live so far from 
their work that their home cannot be the 
center of influence which it might be and 
ought to be; then, too, it has meant great 
loss of time, to say nothing of being at the 
mercy of a landlord. We have no more 


right to ask our missionaries to go to their 
fields without providing for them homes and 
equipment than Uncle Sam has to ask our 
boys to leave their homes and make no pro- 
vision for their comfort and efficiency at the 
front. 

All missionary societies will send their 
offerings through the regular channel. 
Any one not connected with a society may 
send money for Bishop Cottage to Mrs. 
Abbie B. Denison, 712 Cooke Ave., Norfolk, 
Va., and money for the Ponce or Tokyo 
homes to Miss Mary A. Rowell, 125 South 
Main St., Franklin, N. H.

The Church’s Obligation to the Ministry

The New York Globe closes an editorial 
on the value of church attendance, with this 
startling sentence, “This country is menaced 
with the danger of becoming pagan.” The 
mighty bulwark against paganism is the 
Christian Church. Its establishment in 
pagan lands eventually overthrows pagan- 
ism. But paganism is not alone the worship 
of idols, made with men’s hands. It is the 
all-absorbing pursuit of some ideal, ambi- 
tion, or purpose, the object of which may 
be wealth, pleasure, self-indulgence, ab- 
stract culture, or some other transitory de- 
sire. 

All of this is quite outside of the cultiva- 
tion of the spirit, the promotion of fellow- 
ship with God and the enrichment of the 
soul. When these are done, brotherly love, 
human sympathy, and helpful friendship 
are established. The church, therefore, 
helps fundamentally in character-building 
—in making this a glorious world in which 
to live and serve our fellows. 


In this work of the church, the minister 
stands preeminent, as the specially-called 
and ordained servant of God. The minister 
is a leader and teacher. He gives himself, 
his life, to this great work of making men 
acquainted with God. He must be able to 
say, “This one thing I do.” He cannot do 
this fully and best and also follow a busi- 
ness, such, for example, as running a store, 
a farm, selling bonds or insurance. He 
must give himself “to the “Word” and to 
the people. He must renounce ‘personal am- 
bition for position, wealth, or ease. After a 
long and expensive preparation, he enters a 
field of service in which there is, in most 
cases, but little more than a bare living. He 
knows this beforehand, but, it does not re- 
strain him. A generous support is not what 
he is after. The opportunity for the high- 
est, most valuable and helpful field of dis- 
interested service toward mankind, is what 
he is seeking and has found. Paganism 





cannot flourish and propagate itself in the 
atmosphere of the Christian Church, with 
an educated and consecrated ministry. This 
country can only “be. menaced with the 
danger of becoming pagan” when the 
Church decays and the ministry is no long- 
er called of God. ‘ 

Against such a possibility, the most su- 
preme obligation of the Church is to edu- 
cate, equip, and bring into her service those 
men and women who are manifestly called 
of God to live and proclaim the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 


The Church must keep on doing this. 
Ministers grow old and die. Their number 
must not only be maintained, but increased, 
as the fruitage of their labors appears in 
growing numbers of both saints and sanc- 
tuaries. The fields of the whole world “are 
white unto the harvest and the laborers are 
few.” As the Church continues to pray 
to the Lord of the harvest, to send forth 
laborers into the harvest, she must provide 
for the laborers, for their equipment, their 
sustenance, and for the period of their old 
age and infirmities. The Church must not, 
at any point in the minister’s service, or 
life, forsake him. If he breaks down early 
in his ministry, the Church must give him 
the assistance he may need. He must have 
the assurance, too, that when he dies, leav- 
ing a widow and small, or invalid, children, 
unprovided for, the Church will not forsake 
them. 


Such an assurance as this, based upon 
actual provision, as revealed in endowments 
and efficient supervision and promotion by 
the boards of the Church, established to do 
this very thing, will hearten every minister, 
and obtain from him the highest and best 
service of which he is capable. It will also 
keep the ranks full. The supply will equal 
the demand, both in quantity and quality. 

Such a great and responsible work as we 
have here outlined, cannot be done by a 
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single church. It must be done by all the 
churches collectively. It must be the work of 
the denomination. This is just what the 
Congregational Church of the United States 
it attempting to do through its organiza- 
tions known as the Congregational Board of 
Ministerial Relief and the Annuity Fund 
for Congregational Ministers. These two 
boards work heartily together. They are 
under the direction of the same men, con- 
stituting the directors and the trustees. 

It is the function of the Board of Relief 
especially, to care for aged ministers or 
their widows who are at the present time 
incapacitated for service, and who already 
proved their worth by a faithful record of 
ministry and devotion. 

The Annuity Fund provides a pension at 
the age of sixty-five for those ministers who 
have become members by paying annual 
dues into the fund. This is a contributory 
pension system similar to that of the Pres- 
byterian Sustentation Plan. The fund pro- 
vides a pension for the ministerial member 
at sixty-five, or earlier if he is totally dis- 
abled, or to his widow in case of his death. 
It is an effort to remove, so far as possible, 
ministerial pensions from the realm of char- 
ity, and to place them automatically upon 
the basis of service. This same principle, so 
far as it is possible to incorporate it in a 
non-contributory pension system, prevails in 
the grants of the Board of Ministerial Re- 
lief. 

The funds in both boards are increasing, 
and larger interest is revealed throughout 
the whole Church in the claims of the aged 
ministers, than has ever before been mani- 
fested. The immediate goal in the near 
future for funds, is placed at five million 
dollars—Christian Work.

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THE WAY MADE PLAIN

The way of salvation is easy to under- 
stand. A penitent soul and a seeking Savior 
soon find each other. The patient is sick 
and knows it. The Physician is able and 
willing. The patient trustfully puts his 
case into the hands of the Physician, only to 
be healed and saved. Some patients never 
can be healed of bodily diseases, no matter 
how skilful the physician or how willing to 
do his best, for some physical diseases are 
incurable and in some cases the patient has 
not consulted the physician until it is too 
late. But there has never been known a 
case of genuine penitence for sin and eager- 
ness to be saved which the Savior could 
not reach and rescue, for “He is able to save 
to the uttermost all that come unto God by 
Him, seeing He ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for them” (Heb. 7: 25). 

“Sirs: What must I do to be saved?” 
was the earnest question of a jailer. An 
earthquake had shaken the foundations of 
the prison. The walls were tumbling down. 
The cell doors had been thrown open. The 
shackles had dropped from every prisoner. 
Terror-stricken and helpless, the jailer was 
about to commit suicide when an earnest 
voice was heard, “Do thyself no harm. We 
are all here.” It was the voice of one of the 
prisoners whom that jailer had flogged the 
evening before until his back was bruised 
and bleeding. But in spite of excruciating 
pain, the suffering prisoner and his compan- 
ions had made the walls of that prison re- 
sound with the jubilant songs of the redeem- 
ed, even at the midnight hour. And the 
earthquake which God sent shook not onty 
the foundations of the prison, but the foun- 
dations of that jailer’s ignovance and utrbe- 
lief. He felt the mighty power of the God 
whom he had hitherto despised and trembled 
before it, and in reply to his eager question 
Paul said: “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved and thy 
house.”

THE CURSE OF COWARDICE

If you will pause in the busy whirl of life, 
and take time to think and reason, use your 
minds—God gave them to you for that pur- 
pose—you can readily see that cowardice is 
a curse. If in a crowd and some one pro- 
poses doing something, how many will ask 
themselves, Is it right? If one in the crowd 
thinks it wrong, how many will have courage 
to say, no? What is the trouble? We have 
too many people with enfeebled wills, the 
man or woman who attributes his fall to 
a weak will, environment, or heredity, is 
usually to blame. If the will is weak it shows 
we have failed to train and discipline it. 


These weak-willed people have trifled and 
coquetted with sin and temptation and failed 
to use the means of grace which God richly 
bestows upon all who trust in Him. There 
is danger involved in this free and easy life 
now so popular. If men will not submit to 
discipline or use the means provided for the 
development of their spiritual natures, they 
cannot expect to overcome the enemy; if 
they live easy, selfish, non-religious lives, if 
they are content with the joys of this world, 
if they are not willing to endure hardships, 
they ought not be surprised if they fall 
when the test comes. Temptations exercise 
and strengthen the spiritual life. 


There is another great cause for cow- 
ardice—fear of man. Some people want 
to be on the majority side, whether it be 
the right side or not. 


“He is a coward who dare not be on the 
right with two or three.” “The fear of man 
bringeth a snare, but whoso putteth his 
trust in the Lord shall be safe.” That is 
shown in our lesson for to-night. Peter let 
the fear of man drive out the fear of God 
and he had not courage to own he was a 
follower of Christ. If he had kept close to 
Jesus, his courage would not have forsaken 
him. Peter denied three times. Each time 
his denial grew stronger; his faith was 
vanishing, he had forgotten to “watch and 
stand fast in the faith.” 


Peter bitterly repented of his sin and 
never again did he deny his Master, but 





often suffered for the truth. On one occa- 
sion, when told by wicked men not to teach 
any more, he had courage to say, “We ought 
to obey God rather than man.” 

The Word of God, from Genesis to Revela- 
tion, teaches that His followers are to be 
strong and courageous. 

Gideon showed his faith and courage when 
he, with three hundred men, marched 
against the host of the Midianites. “There 
is no restraint to the Lord to save by many 
or by few.” Joshua and Caleb had courage 
to tell the truth when they returned from 
searching out the Promised Land. Daniel 
played a man’s part and “no hurt was on 
Daniel in the lions’ den, because he believed 
in God.” 

Fear of God in Stephen drove out all fear 
of man when he was suffering a martyr. 
Paul is another example of a brave, God- 
fearing man. 

God’s Word is food for our souls and our 
failure to feast upon it is why we are so 
weak in the faith and afraid of a little 
suffering, Paul said he was made perfect 
through suffering. 

Then, instead of trying to make excuses 
for the weak, we should try to strengthen 
them, try to nerve them for the battles of 
life, try to bring them into direct relation 
to Almighty God, who is the Source of all 
spiritual strength. 

“If a man is going to live the kind of life 
he ought to live, he must be a practical, con- 
sistent, persistent follower of Christ.” Ev- 
ery man should live so that his child. would 
be proud of him and this he cannot do with- 
out the Christ. 

Why let the fear of what others say 
about you make you a doubter? Some one 
has said, “Any fool can be a doubter, but it’ 
takes a mind to believe.” 

Some have not courage to say, no, for 
fear of losing popularity. Fear of losing 
trade often silences a man’s convictions. 
Fear of losing a job causes many a man to 
countenance sin. 

Why so much fear of man, who is a help- 
less being, cannot even change the color of 
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a hair in his head and yet how many have 
not truth and righteousness deeply enough 
embedded in their own souls to overcome 
temptation. 

Such weaklings will never become leaders 
and the world to-day is in need of leader- 
ships. Great leaders in any avocation must 
pay the price for their leadership. Luther 
Burbank has paid the cost of leadership. 
For twenty years he lived in seclusion in 
his garden, seeking out the secrets of God. 
Thomas A. Edison has paid the cost of lead- 
ership in the world of inventions. He says 
he has lived such a busy life he never was 
tempted. 

So with Christian leadership we must pay 
the price. It costs time and effort and the 
man who does not pray in the morning over 
his day’s work, who fails to talk it over 
with God, may meet with temptation e’re 


the sun sinks to rest and not have the 
courage to resist. 


Christian leaders must have courage to 
say no to all questionable amusements. Who 
does Christ say to fear? Him who is able 
to destroy both soul and body. If man takes 
our lives, that is not much, but when they 
take the soul they have taken all.” 


Then “quit yourselves like men, be 
strong.” Never be acoward. Garfield said: 
“If there be one thing upon this earth that 
mankind loves and admires more than an- 
other, it is a brave man, it is a man who 
dares look the devil in the face, and tell him 
he is a devil.” 


Was the trial sore? Temptation sharp? 
Thank God a second time. Why comes 
temptation but for man to meet and master 
and make crouch beneath his feet?” 


WITHOUT GOD—NO HOPE 


At the morning service the pastor, R. C. 
Helfenstein spoke on the subject, “Having 
no Hope, and Without God,’ taking for his 
text, Eph. 2:12. He said in part that the 
person who goes through life unmindful of 
God’s claim upon him, and ignoring God’s 
love and God’s will for him is, so far as he 
is concerned, without God, and has no hope 
except in his own strength and ability to co- 
operate with the material forces. Such a 
person has no hope of a final victory of 
right over wrong, no hope of a life beyond 
the grave, and naturally falls a victim to 
pessimistic moods. The person who has no 
hope in the cause of right, and is without 
God, feels that he is a law unto himself. 
And that being the case, he feels free to do 
as he pleases, regardless of the effect of his 
conduct on the welfare and pleasure of 
others. Such a person is not necessarily a 
moral degenerate. He may hold a place of 
high importance in the eyes of the com- 
munity, but the fact that he has no hope 
in the ultimate victory of right over wrong 
makes him feel that there is no use to line 
up with the right, and, following the dam- 
nable philosophy of “everybody for himself 
and the devil for all he can get,” such a 
man, regardless of his wealth and regard- 
less of his position of importance, becomes 
a real enemy to society. The true measure 
of a man is not his salary nor his position, 
but just the man himself, how much genu- 
ine love does he have for his fellow men? 
That is his true measure. Some of the 
biggest rascals living are receiving mag- 
nificent salaries as a premium for their ras- 
cality. The person who has no hope in 
the cause of truth, right, and love, and who 
is without God always takes the view that 
the world is going to the devil. He cannot 
see that mankind has been progressing in 
an upward trend toward God... But to con- 
tend that the world is no better than it was 
in the time of Moses and King Solomon is 
to deny the existence and power of God. 
It is to deny the efficacy of Christ’s atoning 
grace. It is to deny the facts of life. The 
only person who does not believe that the 
human race has been advancing and that 
the world is growing better despite the 
numerous indications that argue the con- 
trary, is the person who is without God, and 


without faith in God’s power to accomplish 
His purpose for the world. God did not 
create the world for it to go to the devil, 
and the only person who thinks that it is 
going that way is the person who thinks 
that God has lost His power. No person 
who even reads history can take such a 
pessimistic view of life. No thinking per- 
son can fail to appreciate the fact that in 
spite of the occasional period of stoppage in 
the development of the human race, and in 
spite of the apparent periods of falling back, 
such for instance as the world war, that in 
man’s many-sided life may be clearly traced 
a marvelous development, evidenced by the 
irrefutable fact that civilized man is adapt- 
ed for a far higher and happier career than 
were his savage ancestors. King Solomon 
was a great man for his day. But he could 
not even find a place in decent society to- 
day. He would not even be allowed to move 
into town with his hundreds of wives. There 
are many people who are to-day living by a 
moral code which is not superior to the ac- 
cepted. code of the people in Moses’ day and 
King Solomon’s day, but society condemns 
it, for society has advanced far beyond it. 
Society is moving upward toward God, re- 
gardless of the fact that some of its mem- 
bers are going the other way. The person 
who has hope and who goes through life 
with God knows that the world is growing 
better, for he knows that God is at work 
in his world. The world is being redeemed, 
even though “as by fire.’—Urbana, IIL, 
Daily Courier. 


WITH THE CHILDREN ON SUNDAYS 

The Sunday problem is one that perplexes 
many Christian parents. They would like 
to spend the day and have their children 
spend the day in a way most profitable. 
They do not believe in Sabbath desecration, 
neither do they want their children to grow 
up with loss of reverence for the day. Many 
a child has been led to dread the Sabbath 
because of the way in which he was com- 
pelled to spend the day. Dr. Sylvanus Stall, 
has written a book that will help par- 
ents find a solution of the Sunday problem. 
The author of the book, a lover of children, 
evidently knew how to win them. His 
avowed object is to render Sunday a de- 
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lightful time without in any way detracting 
from the sacredness of the day. Realizing 
that the normal child mind is the same on 
every day of the week, he introduces the 
idea of “playing church.” The little ones 
drive to church with chairs for horses, they 
act as ushers to their parents, their dollies, 
and imaginary auditors. A regular service 
is conducted. The children themselves do 
some of the preaching, and at the close of 
the service a chapter from “With the Chil- 
dren on Sundays,” is read. Questions are 
asked concerning the lessons taught and at 
the conclusion the children and their par- 
ents take the imaginary ride back to their 
home. 

In addition to this, there are many Old 
Testament scenes which are enacted: the 
boy behind the sofa is Joseph in the pit; 
the boy looking through the slats of the 
chairs which are placed around him, is Dan- 
iel in the lions’ den, and go on. 

The entire book is new in the direction 
which it takes and there never has been any 
book like it. Each of the fifty-two object 
lessons has a number of illustrations, and 
the full colored page pictures and the half- 
tone illustrations make the book exceeding- 
ly attractive. There is nothing controver- 
sial on its pages, and all parents will find 
it useful, especially the questions and little 
items of out of the way information. The 
chapters are all so interesting in this volume 
that one can scarcely speak of them as 
studies, but rather as illuminated conver- 
sations with the young. Those who have 
much teaching to do, and often find that 
their lessons fall flat and are stale and un- 
profitable, will find the book full of sugges- 
tions, bright and stimulating from begin- 
ning to end. The book contains 135 line 
drawings, eight full-page illustrations, by 
Miss C. M. Burd, four half-tone pictures, 
large quarto volume, size 914x7, full cloth, 
330 pages, price $1.50.

of the Institute: 

I have been requested to present a paper 
at this hour on the query: “What Should 
Be the Attitude of the Church Toward Civic 
Affairs?” |My limited knowledge of the 
subject involved, and lack of thorough prep- 
aration, bring to me some degree of em- 
barrassment as I appear for this service. 
But I have promised and so must perform. 
If I could know just what phase of the sub- 
ject was in the mind of the brother who 
framed the query for me, I might more 
clearly present to you the desired thought. 
This is a many-sided subject and may be 
viewed from various view-points. If by 
“the Church” we mean the individual mem- 
ber, representing the Church wherever he 
goes and in whatever he does, then my an- 
swer would be in one direction, but if we 
mean the organic body called the church, 
then my answer would be in a different di- 
rection altogether. I shall therefore briefly 
consider both views and under the circum- 
stances you will give me plenty of latitude 
for rambling in the darkness of the way. 

In Old Testament times the family was 
the unit of the nation and of the church. 
The sin of Achan not only defeated the en- 
time army of Israel, but his family suffered 
with him in the punishment. On the occa- 
sion of the institution of the Passover, the 
lamb was slain for the family, but under 
the Christian regime the individual is the 
unit of the church, as well as of the nation. 
Christianity deals with the individual soul— 
and exalts individual life and 
character. As already stated, wherever we 
find an individual Christian, devoted and 
loyal to Christ, there we find the Church 
represented. The individual soul of a man 
—of the worst profligate in the common- 
wealth—is of more importance to Christ 
than all the gold and silver of all the na- 
tions, combined with all the wealth of all 
the mountains and all the pearls of all the 
seas. Sometimes one real man, or individ- 
ual, spirit-filled and fully upon God’s altar, 
is worth more to the Kingdom than many 
organizations. For the accomplishment of 
great ends, organization is necessary and it 
is one of the laws of nature and of nature’s 
God; but I have sometimes felt that the 
church has, in many instances, been organiz- 
ed almost to death. There is the usual 
board of deacons, trustees, Sunday-school 
officers and teachers, and then the Ladies’ 
Aid Society, the Willing Helpers, the Busy 
Bees, the Mite Society, the Ushers’ Union, 
and kindred organizations. All of these 
have worthy ends before them and in some 
instances they serve such ends well, but 
more often the individual idea and respon- 
sibility is overshadowed and individuals 
who otherwise might be busy for the King- 
dom depend upon the organization to carry 
the burdens and perform the tasks that be- 
long to them.

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What Should Be the Attitude of the Church Toward Civic Affairs?

more to the Kingdom and the cause of 
Christian life and liberty than many of the 
organizations of thousands who criticise 
him. The same may be said of D. L. Moody 
and others. I am using the term “Church” 
in its broadest and most comprehensive 
sense when I say that the great need of the 
Church to-day, one great need at least, is the 
realization and recognition of individual ob- 
ligation and responsibility. Napoleon was 
asked, “What is the greatest need in 
France?” He replied, “Mothers.” One of 
the greatest needs of the Church to-day is 
MEN—stalwart Christian men—uncompro- 
mising men—men breathing the Christ’s 
life and spirit wherever they go and in 
whatever they engage; representing the 
Church faithfully in all their associations; 
who “render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s and unto God the things that 
are God’s.” The loyal Christian, Spirit- 
filled, devoted to God’s service, uncompro- 
mising in his allegiance to Christ, furnishes 
one of the highest types and ideals of cit- 
izenship. If we regard him as representing 
the Church, then the attitude of the Church 
toward civic affairs should be— 


1. That of hearty participation in all 
civic affairs whenever opportunity offers. 

A man is none the less, but the more, a 
citizen because he is a Christian. To be a 
Christian should mean to be a patriot. The 
bravest, most courageous, and influential 
statesmen and patriots in all the world’s 
history have been the products of Christian- 
ity. If the religious and secular press of 
to-day even remotely reflect the character 
of society, of commerce, and politics; and if 
the observations of the wisest and purest of 
our men and women are even approximate- 
ly correct, then the Church in her individual 
life and character should hear the call of 
humanity and willingly answer. If politics 
are ever purified, social evils corrected, and 
commercial dishonor and dishonesty redeem- 
ed, it must be through the service of Chris- 
tian men and women. The sentiment that 
would hold a Christian from participation in 
civic affairs is effeminate and sickly and 
contrary to the great teachings and prin- 
ciples of the New Testament. 

The Christian should regard his sufferage 
as one of the most sacred trusts committed. 
If we pray for prohibition, for the salva- 
tion of our young people from the brothel 
and gambling dens and then silently allow 
the rummies and corrupt self-centered poli- 
ticians to lead the people in civic matters, 
we may continue to offer vain petitions, but 
God will not answer and our prayers and 
so-called sacrifices may be an abomination 
to God. The influence of the Church as rep- 
resented in the individual member should 
be felt in our markets, politics, and social 
life. “Ye are the salt of the earth,” and 
again, “Ye are the light of the world,” are 
as fresh from the lips of the Man of Gal- 
lilee as when they fell upon the ears of the 
disciples by the sea. In that memorable 
prayer for his disciples just before His 
agony in the garden, Christ prayed: “I 
pray not that thou shouldst take them out 
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of the world, but that thou shouldst keep 
them from the evil.” And again, “As thou 
hast sent me into the world, even so have 
I sent them into the world.” He said to 
His disciples, “Behold I send you forth as 
lambs among wolves.” 

I fear we have reversed God’s order and 
overlooked the real objective in Christian 
life and service. We hear much about the 
needs of the Church in these days, but as 
I see it she has but one real need, namely 
—Power from on high from whence she re- 
ceived her commission, and even that must 
come through the individual life first. The 
Church has plenty of organization, sufficient 
of inflated ritual, enough money if conse- 
crated to God. How we think of and talk 
about OUR needs! Our needs!! We should 
not be so concerned about OUR needs, ex- 
cept the one need of being filled with the 
Spirit, but mightily interested with the Al- 
mighty in the needs of the world in which 
He has placed us and given us a mission. 
We should be greatly concerned about the 
needs of the people to whom we have been 
sent as Christians, as individual Christians, 
and for whose salvation and welfare we are 
given an existence. 


Intemperance, greed for gain, covetous- 
ness, oppression, gambling in the necessities 
of life, graft, seeking others’ misfortunes for 
personal gain, prostitution, and the like are 
moving like mighty waves over our land, 
and many of them expressed in institutions 
licensed and protected by civil law. I do 
not wish to pose as an alarmist. We are 
living in a time when every one should be 
given the most hopeful and optimistic view 
of things—of conditions—but we might as 
well see conditions as they are. Where will 
we find a real Christian city, borough, town, 
or municipality? I do not think I have ever 
seen one. I have lived and labored in some 
of the very best of them for thirty years, 
from. within sight of the North Carolina 
mountains to the sea and from the Chris- 
tian view-point I have not seen one. If an 
organization of one thousand members, in- 
cluding thirty-two Republicans, is for that 
reason constituted a Republican organiza- 
tion, or including thirty-two Prohibitionists 
and therefore constituted a Prohibition 
Party, then possibly we have some Chris- 
tian cities. In our national life there are 
about a hundred millions of population with 
only thirty-two millions of professed Chris- 
tians, leaving sixty-eight millions outside of 
the Church. 

There should be burned into the very 
heart of every Christian the conviction of 
the great truth that he is the unit of the 
Church of Jesus Christ, and no less so in 
secular life and even in politics than in 
the Lord’s house at the hour of worship, 
He should remember his mission in the 
world and the field and its needs to which he 
is called in life. 

2. Uncompromising with evils in civic 
affairs. 

Not only will he find there a field 
for positive service, but opportunities for 
testing—the testing of his own Christian 
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character. The Christian on the Board of 
Alderman, School Board, Board of Trade, 
Board of Control, Civic Club, and the like 
will be severely tested by man and by the 
Almighty God. One of the saddest scenes in 
modern times is that of a churchman going 
from the bank, or counting-house, even from 
legislative halls and Congress to the State 
prison. Like a true Roman, the Christian 
should be willing to forfeit his life rather 
than his allegiance to Christ. Give Satan 
no quarters. “Resist the devil and he will 
flee from you, draw nigh to God and He will 
draw nigh to you.” “Cleanse your hands, 
ye sinners and purify your hearts, ye 
double-minded.” David said, “I will wash 
my hands in innocency and then will I com- 
pass thine altars, oh Lord.” And again, 
“Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord 
or who shall stand in His holy place? He 
that hath clean hands and a pure heart.“ 
But when we attempt to define the organic 
body called the Church, we come into be- 
wilderment. There are a great many organ- 
izations claiming, each, to be the Church and 
the only Church. We meet denomination- 
al bigotry, exclusiveness, intolerance, and 
even bitterness among people claiming to be 
followers of a universal Savior and who 
preach the Fatherhood of God. Indeed, we 
wander in darkness here. The Church in 
its organic body is called in the Scriptures, 
The house of God, Household of faith, 
Family of God, Whole family in heaven and 
in earth; the Bride of Christ. According to 
these figures, divisibility is a moral impos- 
sibility. The Church was instituted by 
Christ and was given a very definite mis- 
sion, in the faithful prosecution of which 
vast avenues of service and activities would 
open. Her real mission is given in Matt. 
28: 18-20, “All power is given unto me. Go 
ye therefore into all the world and preach 
my gospel to every creature.” Then in Mark 
16: 15, “Go ye into all the world and preach 
my gospel to every creature.” Her mission 
is a spiritual one. To her has been com- 
mitted the spiritual welfare of the world. 
The attitude of the Church toward civic 
affairs should be— 

1. That of source of supply. Her di- 
vinely-appointed part there to play is to 
effect that department in life by purifying 
the lives of men; by faithfully and persist- 
ently presenting the only hope and means 
for purification. Our civic life needs regen- 
eration, a real spiritual birth. If the Spirit 
of Christ possessed the lives of men uni- 
versally, or if the gospel of Christ which has 
been committed to the Church controlled the 
lives of men, our civic life would not need 
a purging. The peculiar function of a col- 
lege, for instance, is to furnish the world 
its educated men and women; its doctors, 
lawyers, chemists, jurists, teachers, and 
leaders. The field of medicine needs edu- 
cated men and so looks to the college for 
them, and while the college supplies them, 
it does not attempt to control that profession 
beyond making the best doctors possible. 
The character of work the college does de- 
termines its influence in that department. 
While the college furnishes men for business 
and various departments in life, it does not 
attempt to control these departments. Just 
so with the Church of Christ as an organic 
body. Israel advanced or suffered decay as 
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her temple was supported or neglected. The 
Church can in no other way count so might- 
ily in the civic affairs of the world as to 
faithfully prosecute her primary mission, 
namely, “Preach the Word.” The world 
saved from sin by the power of the Cross of 
Christ and the bread question, the labor 
question, the social question, all civic ques- 
tions would be settled and fully answered. 
Her preaching, her literature, her schools 
and colleges, her ministry, represent the 
hope of the world. Civic evils will be cor- 
rected only when the Church has furnished 
strong, loyal Christian men and women. 
The thought that I am trying to give you 
and the principle contained are clearly giv- 
en in the parable of the wheat and tares. 
It is given in one expression, “Sow the 
seed.” We are not responsible for any tares 
that the devil may sow, but we are respon- 
sible for sowing the seed. It is not ours to 
judge, or divide, but to sow. “The Kingdom 
of heaven is like a net that was cast into 
the sea and gathered of every kind, which 
when it was full they drew to the shore; the 
good they took into vessels, but the bad they 
cast away.” Christ said to His disciples, 
“I will make you fishers of men.” The 
Church with a great faith, a great hope, and 
a great courage should cast the net out into 
the great sea of mankind and it will gather 
some of every kind. As an organic body, 
keep out of politics, but be aflame with a 
holy zeal to give the world the gospel which 
is the power of God, thereby furnishing to 
every civic circle Christian men of pure 
minds and hearts to control in civic mat- 
ters. Until the last river has run its last 
race to the sea, and sun no longer lights the 
walks of time; until the last heart-throb has 
failed on earth, let the Church be faithful 
in giving to the races of men the only puri- 
fying power found this side the gates of 
heaven.

Some one asked Dr. Lyman Beecher, in 
his old age, “What is the greatest of all 
things?” The sturdy veteran replied, “It 
is not theology; it is not controversy; it is 
saving souls.” He had been the king of the 
American pulpit; but, as he looked back over 
his noble career, he felt that the greatest 
good that he had accomplished was in lead- 
ing guilty and polluted souls to their only 
Savior. David Brainerd, one of the most 
celebrated of our missionaries, while he was 
laboring among the poor, benighted Indians 
on the banks of the Delaware, once said, 
“TI care not where I live, or what hardships 
I go through, so that I can but gain souls 
to Christ. While I am asleep, I dream of 
these things; as soon as I awake, the first 
thing I think of is this great work. All my 
desire is the conversion of sinners, and all 
my hope is in God.” Our blessed Master 
came into our sin-cursed world to. seek and 
to save the lost. To convert men to Christ 
by the aid of the Holy Spirit was the mas- 
ter-purpose of Paul and his fellow apostles. 
The most successful preacher of modern 
times was Spurgeon, and he once asked me 
the question, “How far do your ablest Amer- 
ican ministers aim mainly at the conver- 
sion of souls?” 

The question that my beloved British 
brother asked me I would propound to every 
young preacher that reads these lines. No 
minister is likely to succeed in anything 
that he undertakes with only half a heart; 
he can never do what he does not even at- 
tempt to do. You may produce much valu- 
able and elevating thought; you may argue 
ingeniously against current skepticism; you 
may unfold sound principles of morality; 
you may say many eloquent things about 
“developing humanity,” and in behalf of 
benevolent reform; but if you stop short of 
leading souls to Jesus Christ, then your 
ministry will be, at the most vital point, a 
failure. The Bible declares that “he which 
converteth a sinner from the error of his 
way shall save a soul from death, and shall 
cover a multitude of sins.” A single soul 
was a sufficient audience for the Son of 
God at the well of Sychar and in the in- 
quiry room of Nicodemus. 

Aim, then, my brother, to make your 
preaching direct, pointed, individualizing. 
Let every unconverted person in the house 
be made to feel, “That means me.” “Thou 
art the man,” sent Nathan’s parable into 
David’s heart like an arrow. Do not be 
afraid of any sinner in the house; and pray 
God to help you love every sinner before you 
so fervently that you will tell him plainly 
that if he does not repent and accept Christ 
he will be lost forever. Do not be afraid 
of the word “hell” any more than of the 
word “heaven.” It is sheer cruelty to con- 
ceal from your hearers that the wages of 
sin is death. If you are faithless and cow- 
ardly, the blood of souls will be found in 
your skirts. Preach, therefore, plainly, lov- 
ingly, and pungently the guilt of sin and 
the doom of sin, and pray that every impen- 
itent soul before you may be convicted by 
the Holy Spirit. Deep convictions of sin 
generally produce deep conversions; shal- 
low convictions produce shallow Christians. 
Put in the plowshare of divine truth, and 
then bear down on the beam; if it reaches 


to the roots of sin, and tears them up, all 
the better, when you have made a sinner see 
himself, then try to make him see his Sav- 
ior. Then point him to the all-sufficient Re- 
deemer. 

Only a part of your work in soul-winning 
is likely to be done in your preaching. The 
most important part will be done when you 
are face to face with an awakened person. 
Be on the lookout for such persons. During 
your pastoral visits you will encounter in- 
quirers, and you should rejoice to converse 
with them. When I discovered several such 
cases during my calls in one afternoon (in 
1856) I hailed this fact as a token of the 
Holy Spirit’s presence, and I summoned my 
church officers, and appointed several serv- 
ices every evening, which services resulted 
in a large number of conversions. Always 
be on the watch for the presence of the 
Holy Spirit. Listen for the first drops of 
heavenly blessings; then gird yourself for 
the happy work. In dealing with an awak- 
ened soul, your prime duty is to cooperate 
with the Holy Spirit, and therefore you 
must pray fervently for His guidance. En- 
deavor to ascertain just what it is that is 
in the way of the inquirer, and what it is 
that keeps him from surrendering to Christ. 
If it be some bad habit or evil practice, then 
that evil practice must be abandoned. If it 
be some sin, cherished in the heart, then he 
must yield, even if it be like plucking out a 
right eye or cutting off a right hand. In 
most cases the chief hindrance lies in a 
wicked, stubborn heart. 

We must shut the inquiring soul up to 
Christ. The experiences of inquirers may 
differ as much as their countenances; but in 
two vital particulars all cases must be treat- 
ed alike. Every sinner must cut loose from 
his sins, and must cleave to the Lord Jesus. 
No one is soundly converted, and no one 
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should join the church, until he has joined 
himself to Jesus Christ. This is the only 
infallible test. It is not enough to “feel 
happy;” it is not enough to say, “I am try- 
ing to be a Christian;” no soul is safe until 
he has surrendered unconditionally to 
Christ, and has been “born anew” by the 
Holy Spirit. Do not “count noses” too has- 
tily, and do not be so ambitious to swell the 
number of your church that you will rush 
the unconverted or the half converted into 
it. It will be your folly and may be their 
ruin. 

In addition to your conversations with 
such awakened persons as you may encoun- 
ter in their homes, or such as you may call 


on for conversation, it will often be wise 
to appoint inquiry meetings. Do this when 
you discover a need for such meetings, and 
not as a mere empty form. Some zealous 
ministers insist that such a meeting should 
be appointed after every preaching service; 
but suppose there are no inquirers to meet; 
then the very word becomes a solemn farce 
or failure. When there are no inquiring 
souls, be exceedingly careful as to whom you 
allow to go in with you. Surely you would 
not call in the first person that happened 
to go by your door fo treat one of your fam- 
ily that was dangerously sick. Converse 
with each inquirer as closely as possible, 
and as concisely. Bring each to the point 
at once. Have God’s Word in your hand 
as well as in your memory, and be ready 
to use the right passages for the right case. 
Encourage the inquirers to pray themselves. 
Do not begrudge the time or labor required 
to help a halting or perplexed soul. Hand- 
picked apples keep the longest. Individual 
labor with each inquirer is indispensable. 
The happiest hours you will spend in this 
world, my young brother, will be those that 
you spend in leading sinners to the Savior. 
“He that is wise winneth souls.”—Theo. L.

COLOR—GREEN

Green is a color but little used in the 
flags of nations, though its symbology is 
most telling. In heraldry, ancient and mod- 
ern, the word used for green is vert and it 
symbolizes youth with its concomitants, life 
and vigor and hope, which are so character- 
istic of youth. 

The Hebrew name of green is Irq, viridis, 
which also signifies verdure, green grass. 
The word comes from the roots, Ire, to 
found, to regulate, and of Rq, space; Reqs, 
time, expansion of space; the firmament. 

Thus the name green designates the be- 
ginning of time, the creation of the world, 
the birth of everything that exists. This is 
the meaning constantly given to it on the 
Egyptian monuments. The Egyptian God, 
Phtha, founder of the world, the creator 
and upholder, always has green flesh. Cham- 
pollion, the great French Egyptologist, 
says, “Phtha is the active creating spirit, 
the divine intelligence, who undertook, in 
the beginning, the accomplishment of the 
universe, in all truth and with supreme art. 
His flesh is always painted green.” In this 
case green is evidently symbolical of the 
ever-living, the source of all life. This di- 


vinity holds in his hand a scepter, sur- 
mounted by four cornices which in hiero- 
glyphic writing is the symbol of coordina- 
tion. This scepter is painted with the four 
colors attributed to the four elements—the 
red, denoting fire; blue, air; green, water; 
and brown—yellow or russet, sand or earth. 

Green was attributed to water, because in 
Egyptian cosmogany water was the agency 
of creation. 

Phtha is not only the creator of the world, 
but the regenerator or spiritual creator of 
man; under the form of Phtha—Socari, he 
rules the destinies of souls that abandon 
earthly bodies to be distributed in the thirty- 
two superior regions. His flesh is also 
green. 

The significance of green, arising from 
its name, and its attribution to the god- 
creator of the world, make it easier to apply 
to other divinities. 

The god Tore, or Tra, the world person- 
ified, is represented sitting in an ark float- 
ing on the green waters of cosmogany—the 
universe. 

The god Lunus (the moon) whose flesh is 
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green, is also represented sitting in a bari, 
bark or boat, floating in green waters. 

Thoth, the god-creator of men, founder of 
the social state, the god of science, of the 
sacred doctrine and the hierogrammats, 
writers of sacred things, has his flesh paint- 
ed green. 

Netphe, mother of the gods, lady of heav- 
en, as she is called in the legend of that 
divinity, is often represented in the midst 
of the tree, Persea, pouring the divine bev- 
erage over souls; her flesh is green. 

Finally, Neith with the lions’ head, called 
Pascht, represents the regenerating prin- 
ciple, under the emblem of vigilance and 
moral power, the lion; she grasps, with both 
hands the great serpent, Apop, enemy of the 
gods, and symbol of the wicked and impious. 
The inscription accompanying the image of 
this divinity is: Powerful Pascht, eye of the 
sun, sovereign of power, directress of all 
the gods, chastising the unclean. The three 
different forms in which she is represented 
all show her with green flesh. 


Is it strange that we find the same 
thoughts in the Hebrew Scriptures? “I 


(Jehovah), am like a green fir tree, from 
me is thy fruit found.” Hosea 4:8. The fir 
is an evergreen. Jehovah is the ever-living 
one. “Jehovah called thy name a green 
olive tree fair with fruit.” Jeremiah 11: 16. 
The olive is of all trees of the East the 
longest lived. 


“He maketh me to lie down in green pas- 
tures” (Psalm 23:2). Indicates abundance 
of that which is spiritually life sustaining. 
“But as for me I am like a green olive tree 
in the house of God” (Psalm 52:8). Full 
of spiritual life and vigor. 

The sprig of acacia, an evergreen, is re- 
garded as the emblem or symbol of immor- 
tality. 

Green, then, is symbolic of life with its 
characteristic of vigor; of life eternal, 
which unites with the deity; of hope which 
is characteristic of man and reaches beyond 
the grave and of truth which, crushed to 
earth, will rise again, for the eternal years 
of God are hers, while error, wounded, 
writhes in pain and dies amid its wor- 
shipers. 


INTERPRETING PROPHECY 


(Selected) 


Hon. William J. Bryan says some very 
good things in The Commoner, of which he 
is the editor and proprietor. In a recent 
issue, speaking of ministers who send him 
sermons and letters in which, as they think, 
they interpret prophecy in its relation to 
the present war, he says: 

The error into which these ministers have 
fallen is due to a failure to distinguish be- 
tween a prophecy and the interpretation of 
a prophecy. It is a common mistake into 
which many fall, to give to an uninspired 
interpretation the force to which only an in- 
spired prophecy is entitled. One can admit 
that the prophecies of Holy Writ are in- 
spired without conceding infallibility to 
those who so interpret them as to find their 
fulfillment in the,present age. A minister 
ought to be the last to claim for his inter- 
pretation any more weight than he himself 
would give to an opinion of another minis- 
ter who interprets the prophecy differently. 
These interpretations are sometimes dan- 
gerous, because when a man once convinces 
himself that his interpretation is correct, he 
then follows his own opinion as if it had all 
the binding force of prophecy, and in so 
doing he may paralyze his Christian use- 
fulness. 

This wholesome advice applies to a good 
many other subjects, as well as to the war. 
Prophecy is for our benefit, and we should 
not shun to declare it. But we should al- 
ways keep in mind that there is a wide dif- 
ference between stating the historical in- 
formation about events which have occurred 
and stating prophetic information about 
events which are yet to come. There are 
those who think they have a prophecy to 
fit almost every event in the present war, 
and that many prophecies are now being 
fulfilled. But prophetic teachers said the 
same things about every war in past gen- 
erations and centuries, and declared that 
these prophecies, which some think are be- 
ing fulfilled now, were fulfilled then. 

Prophecy should be taught and preached, 
but with the special care demanded by the 
measure of mystery which always surrounds 
future events. There are two extremes in 
handling prophecy, both of which should be 





avoided. The one extreme is found with 
preachers and teachers who are so cautious 
and conservative, so insistent on being ab- 
solutely certain about every detail, that they 
shun prophecy entirely, just as though it 
were not a part of the Book. The other ex- 
treme is shown by those who deal as fa- 
miliarly with prophecy as they do with his- 
tory. They will tell you without hesitancy 
what any prophecy means, just as though 
they knew as much about the future as they 
do about the present or the past. A man 
can assume a sense of superior knowledge 
and declare, as a bishop did in this neigh- 
borhood the other Sunday, that this will be 
the last war in the world’s history. Of 
course, nobody can prove that he is wrong, 
neither can he prove that he is right; but 
he can give a certain class of people an im- 
pression of his assumed superiority of wis- 
dom. We can indulge largely, even reck- 
lessly, in the interpretation of prophecies 
without much fear of anybody proving that 
we are wrong. But we should remember 
that the time is coming in which all prophe- 
cies will be fulfilled. They will be fulfilled 
in God’s own time and in His own way. 
Then, all human interpretations of these 
prophecies will be brought to the test. So 
we should be careful not to make too many 
interpretations of prophecy now, lest we 
may be ashamed to acknowledge some of 
them in the clearer light of the better world. 

Dr. C. I. Scofield is a prominent Bible 
teacher, and one who deals extensively in 
prophecy. Some time ago we heard him 
preach on the present war in its relation to 
prophecy. He was careful to explain that 
neither he nor any other man could speak 
with certainty on this subject; that he could 
only point out what, to him, seemed to be 
probabilities. Thus his sermon, while not 
dogmatic, was interesting and suggestive. 
But no doubt some of Dr. Scofield’s numer- 
ous students of prophecy are ready to rush 
in where their teacher would fear to tread. 
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Yes, get all the comfort and counsel you 
can out of prophecy, and express your opin- 
ions as freely as you may think proper; 
but keep in your own mind, and before your 
hearers, the fact that there may be a differ- 
ence between God’s inspired prophecy and 
your uninspired interpretation thereof. 


PROGRESSIVE REVELATION 
BY T. DARLEY ALLEN 


The critics who tell us that the Bible in 
much of its teaching is immoral are blind 
to the fact that the purest and best men 
and women are those who read this Book 
the most. 


We also are told that there are statements 
in the Scriptures that can be used, and have 
been used by Christians themselves, in de- 
fense of slavery, yet, as has been well said, 
the Bible has been “throughout modern his- 
tory a felt power on the side of the weak 
and the oppressed and in defense of liberty 
of conscience and the divine sacredness of 
the human soul,” and “men must hide the 
Bible from the people if they would steal 
now the liberties of man.” The Bible is 
vindicated by its fruits. 

That the enlightened conscience of to- 
day demands the highest moral teaching is 
due to the very Book that contains these 
statements that are declared to be out of 
harmony with the loftiest ideals. The Bible 
has been the educator of man so that he 
can judge the Book itself. As a writer puts 
it, “The hard places of the Old Testament 
are revealed by the increasing light of the 
Bible itself. The Bible is its own commen- 
tary and corrective.” 

Revelation is necessarily progressive. In- 
stead of forcing upon a people a system of 
morality, the appreciation of which is be- 
yond their capacity, the divine dealings with 
mankind in the early history of the race 
were so accommodated as to meet human 
needs of the times and lead to the develop- 
ment of the moral faculty and ultimately 
to its perfection. 

The Bible must be taken as a whole. Only 
in the light of the finished Book can we 
estimate to any degree approaching correct- 
ness the value of its ethical teachings. 

Says Newman Smyth: “The faults of 
the Old Testament are, as Herder said, the 
faults of the pupil, not of the teacher. They 
are the necessary incidents of a course of 
moral education....... If God chooses to en- 
ter upon a historic course of revelation, then 
that revelation must be accommodated to 
the necessities and limited by the capacities, 
mental and moral, of each successive %2e. 
wees We cannot suppose that the Almighty 
can pour the Mississippi River into the 
banks of a mountain brook. He can begin, 
however, with the springs and the brooks 
and make in time the broad Mississippi 
River. We cannot expect God to pour the 
full Christian era into the limited moral ex- 
perience of the patriarchal age. He may 
begin, however, with the first welling up of 
truth in far-off times to prepare for the 
Christian era. He will not, by a too early 
flood, wash away the very possibility of an 
enlarging revelation. His stream keeps 
within its banks.” 
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Out of a fleet of Zeppelins that bomb- 
ed London on October 19, killing twenty- 
seven and injuring fifty-three persons, four 
were brought down by the French on their 
return journey.

of ground-up straw. Crows and seagulls 
are considered delicacies. Physicians de- 
clare that people are suffering greatly from 
anaemia. One is really made to wonder 
how, under the conditions named, the peo- 
ple are willing to submit so tamely to the 
burdens placed upon them. 


A German officer has expressed his 
view of the effect that the entrance of the 
United States in the war will have. After 
reviewing the difficulties of the United 
States in training and transporting troops 
to Europe, he declares that the American 
military possibilities may safely be ignored 
by Germany. The Germans are evidently 
not aware of the thoroughness with which 
Americans do things when they once under- 
take a task. 





Minister Morris at Stockholm cabled 
the State Department news of the arrival 
of Willot Charles Smith, of Norwalk, Conn., 
who escaped from a German interment 
camp at Kiel and brought word that Ameri- 
can prisoners in Germany would starve but 
for food sent them by the Red Cross and 
Y. M. C. A., as the daily food ration con- 
sists of a slice of black, sour bread, and a 
drink of cold coffee for breakfast, and for 
dinner and supper about a pint and a half 
of warm soup, apparently consisting of 
water and turnips. 








Whatever powers necessary will be 
employed by the Federal Government to 
stop the strikes of coal miners in the middle 
West and prevent interruption of the na- 
tion’s fuel production. This is the warning 
given by Fuel Administrator Garfield in a 
sharp telegram to miners and operators in 
the fields involved, reminding them of their 
pledge not to allow the output of coal to be 
diminished and declaring that any attempt 
to bring pressure to bear upon him to force 
a revision of coal prices would result in 
postponement of a decision on that question. 


The eastern States face a sugar 
shortage, with no prospect of relief before 
late in November, when the new Hawaiian 
and western beet crops arrive. In a state- 
ment forecasting the shortage the food ad- 
ministration again appealed to the Ameri- 
can people to cut down their consumption 
of candy and sweet drinks, and at the same 
time gave warning that retailers already 
have received their stocks at prices recently 
agreed upon and the public should pay no 
more during the temporary scarcity in the 
East than it has been paying during 





the past thirty days. The shortage is due, the 
administration says, to the failure of the 
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public outside of a few loyal homes, to re- 
duce consumption, and to unusual exports 
to France in order that the French people 
may have their meager ration of one pound 
of sugar per person per month. 





Just now the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, is greatly agitated by reason 
of a controversy that especially concerns 
the “Episcopal” part of their government. 
For some years a general sentiment has 
been gaining ground that their bishops are 
wielding too much power, and that their 
laymen have too small a part in the govern- 
ment as well as in the official matters. The 
Christian Advocate, of Nashville, published 
in a recent issue a strong petition, replete 
with facts, and signed by two hundred 
prominent laymen. In this petition they in- 
sist upon additional lay representation in 
the conference, greater liberty for the min- 
isters, limitation of the authority of the 
bishops, and their term of office, and a clearer 
definition of their relation to the general 
Conference Boards. Some one, evidently, 
has been overstepping authority.—The Gos- 
pel Messenger. 





Associated Press dispatches state 
that the total mobilizable male resources of 
Germany since the beginning of hostilities, 
including the classes of recruits up to 1919, 
now subject to call, amount to 13,550,000. 
Of these, 10,600,000 have been called into 
service since the beginning of the war, and 
these are accounted for to date as follows: 
Killed, permanently disabled, and prisoners, 
4,000,000; wounded under treatment in hos- 
pitals, 500,000; divisions undergoing forma- 
tion, 600,000; in active service, 5,500,000. 
The men exempted because of physical dis- 
ability number 2,100,000, and the men em- 
ployed in industries that are indispensable 
and those abroad who are not able to reach 
Germany number 700,000. The actual fight- 
ing strength to-day, including the class of 
1919, is about 6,250,000. These figures come 
from the Associated Press representative in 
France, and they may be accepted as ap- 
proximately correct.—The Nashville Chris- 
tian Advocate. 


——aA traveling man recently remarked 
that, during his active career of fifteen 
years on the road, he has always made it 
his rule to go to church twice on Sunday. 
The thing that troubles him, however, in a 
general way, is the difficulty of finding the 
desired church edifice. He thinks that 
churches should, in some way, make known 
their places of worship, so that strangers 
cannot fail to find them. When asked, as 
to his impression of the attitude of churches 
in general, toward strangers, the traveling 
man replied: “Oh, they are cordial enough, 
usually, but many of them are not on their 
job. Here, for example, I am, to-night, in 
a town of many churches, and here is:a 
dining-room full of strangers. What church 
has made even the least attempt to look up 
the strangers here, and to invite them to 
to-morrow’s Sunday services? Once in a 
while an invitation is handed us, but not 
very often. Why is it?” We could not an- 


swer, and refer the question to our readers.

SOUTHERN OHIO CHRISTIAN 
CONFERENCE 





Hamersville, Ohio 


The Southern Ohio Christian Conference 
is ninety-seven years of age, having been 
organized in October, 1820, and has held 
ninety-eight annual sessions. The last one 
was held in Bible Chapel, Hamersville, 
Ohio, and was one of the best for several 
years past. Rev. W. V. Miller is pastor, 
and with his usual promptness and efficiency 
cared for one and all in a pleasant and 
satisfactory way. The attendance was 
large, and made up of the choice spirits of 
the churches. This conference is not so large 
in membership, neither in the number of 
churcHes nor ministers, as in the years gone 
by, but the brethren are determined to 
“strengthen the things that remain” and the 
remnant of strength may yet be developed 
into a mighty spiritual power. One member 
was added to the ministerial list, by giving 
to Rev. W. D. Canter licentiate membership. 
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Bro. Canter has preached quite regularly 
during the past year, by the authority and 
under the watchcare of the church to which 
he belongs. He is a promising young man 
and should he further prepare himself for 
his chosen work, he would indeed become a 
man of ability and influence. He was 
formally received on Sunday evening, by 
Rev. R. H. McDaniel, who in a very choice 
way outlined to him some of the obligations, 
duties, and rewards of the Christian minis- 
try. It was an impressive service, and a 
suggestive scene when the oldest and the 
youngest members of conference grasped 
each other’s hand in Christian fellowship, 
the one in the twilight of a ministerial day, 
which began almost fifty years ago, and the 
other in the dawn of a ministerial day, the 
twilight of which is unknown. 


Rev. W. S. Babb was granted ordination, 
but was not ordained at the conference. 
Rev. Mr. Babb has been preaching for three 
years or more, and had been pastor of two 
churches in the conference during the past 
year. He preached a stirring sermon on 
Saturday evening of the session. 


The session was opened on Friday even- 
ing, October 26, at which time Rev. Lorain 
B. Case, of West Union, discussed quite 
effectively “The Blessing and Advantage of 
Being Acquainted With God.” A new fea- 
ture of the program was three periods of 
thirty minutes each, given to missions. 
These were the devotional periods of Sat- 
urday and Monday afternoon and Monday 
evening. The sessions of Monday afternoon 
and evening were given to missions under 
the auspices of the Woman’s Conference 
Mission Board, and will be reported in the 
Woman’s Column of THE HERALD OF GOs- 
PEL LIBERTY. 


But I want to report that Rev. Omer S. 
Thomas, Secretary for the Department of 
Home Missions of The American Christian 
Convention, was present and spoke on “The 
Standard Missionary Church,” on the after- 
noon of Monday, and 
gave a_ stereopticon 
lecture on “Our Fron- 
tier Work” in the 
evening. The South- 
ern Ohio Conference 
always has a welcome 
for Rev. Mr. Thomas. 

The various depart- 
ments were reported 
by their secretaries, 
except that of Educa- 
tion, which was sup- 
plied. Rev. L. 
Shinkle has been Sec- 
retary for the Department of Education for 
twenty-five years, each year of which he 
has attended the session and made report. 
This year he was absent. He is in the State 
Hospital at Dayton, with but little promise 
of recovery from a mental condition which 
renders him incapable of public service. He 
was sadly missed and tenderly remembered.

Rev. W. A. Warner, of Higginsport, pre- 
pared and read the report on Education, 
and also the report on Publications. Both 
reports were well prepared, and dealt with 
conditions as they are to-day. 

Rev. W. R. Brodt, of West Union, was 
chosen to care for the Department of Edu- 
cation, until the regular time for electing 
officers. 

Brother Shinkle has served too long and 
too well and is too dearly beloved for his 
brethren to displace him. He is yet Secre- 
tary for the Department of Education, with 
Brother Brodt to do the work. 


Rev. W. V. Miller, who had been the ef- 
ficient Secretary for the Department of 
Christian Endeavor for several years, 
thought it wise to resign, which he did, and 
Rev. Lorain B. Case was elected to the of- 
fice. 


C. C. Armacost, who had been treasurer 
for fifteen years, found it necessary 
to resign, and Rev. John King was chosen 
to fill the vacancy. Brother Armacost was 
an officer of rare merit, and a layman whose 
daily life is a sermon of irresistible appeal. 
It was a real grief to the conference, and 
especially to the members of the Official 
Board, to have him resign, but the grief was 
lessened somewhat in the selection of Mr. 
John King to take his place. Mr. King is 
a young man of fine spirit and good quali- 
fication, with a character above reproach, 
whose business ability, integrity, and devo- 
tion to Christ makes him a valuable acces- 
sion to the conference. 


The conference missed quite sensibly 
Brothers H. E. Butler, I. M. Walker, J. T. 
Melvin, M. F. Dunham, and T. Frank Bag- 
by. Brothers Butler, Walker, and Bagby 
were seriously afflicted, which fact explain- 
ed their absence. Brother Bagby lives in 
Hamersville, and had set his heart on the 
pleasures of the session and the fellowship 
of his brethren, and it was a real and keen 
disappointment to him to be unable to at- 
tend. Resolutions of sympathy and expres- 
sions of disappointment were submitted by 
Rev. A. W. Hook, of Phoneton, Ohio, and 
adopted by the conference. Prayer was of- 
fered in behalf of the absent brethren, and 
for grace to sustain the conference in its 
time of trial. 


Rev. H. R. Clem, President of the Ohio 
State Christian Association, was present a 
part of the time, and addressed the confer- 
ence on Tuesday afternoon in the interest 
of the approaching session of the Associa- 
tion. Mr. Clem is an enterprising president, 
a pleasing speaker, and a companionable 
traveler. 

On Tuesday forenoon Rev. L. A. Strat- 
ton conducted a “Round Table” on the sub- 
ject of “The Needs of the Conference.” 
Deeper spirituality was emphasized by 
some, and all agreed that it was greatly 
needed, but the conference needs to form 
the churches into pastorates and locate pas- 
tors; it needs to adopt the modern methods

of church work, and to throw off the out- 
grown clothes and put on the dress of to- 
day. 

Sunday was a day of worship, and the 
people came together in the spirit of praise 
and prayer. Rev. C. M. Cox, of the Central 
Ohio Christian Conference, who was visit- 
ing the Southern Ohio Conference, conduct- 
ed service in the Disciple Church, at 10: 30 
in the forenoon, and Rev. A. W. Hook, who 
was visiting from the Miami Ohio, held 
service in the Methodist church in the 
evening. There were three services in the 
Christian church, one of which was the an- 
nual conference communion service, which 
occurred at 2:30 in the afternoon. Rev. 
A. J. Bowman was in charge, and preached 
a helpful sermon. 


The administration was conducted by 
Revs. W. A. Warner and R. H. McDaniel. 
The large audience was brought under the 
influence of the service and partook of the 
emblems of His broken body and shed blood 
in a spirit of real remembrance. A basket 
offering was taken at the forenoon service 
for The American Christian Convention, 
which amounted to $22.75. An offering of 
$11.07 for Relief was taken at the after- 
noon service, and a special offering for 
Relief was taken at the evening service, 
which reached nearly twenty dollars. The 
offering in the evening was the offering of 
the church, which allowed the conference to 
share in the giving. 


The session was a good one throughout, 
the entertainment was first class, the music 
splendid, and the work really constructive. 
Here, as elsewhere, the writer was impress- 
ed with the need of pastorates, parsonages, 
and pastors. Brethren, we cannot, we 
simply cannot live unless we do the things 
which the times demand at our hand. 
Preachers living thirty-five miles distant 
from their churches, going to them but 
twice a month, and some only once, may do 
the work of an evangelist, but not the work 
of a pastor. Preaching to a church is one 
thing, and being pastor of it quite another. 
Let us form pastorates, build parsonages, 
and locate pastors. 


It was an impressive moment in the 
session when Rev. Estella Butler reported 
the names of the dead, a../ in a most tender 
way paid tribute to their virtues. 


Rev. Mr. Brown, D. D., a retired min- 
ister of the Methodist Protestant Church, 
who has been supplying at Christian Chapel, 
attended the session on Saturday, and was 
present at two of the services on Sunday. 
Rev. Doctor Brown is a man of worth, and 
a minister of great ability. 


It was a pleasure to the entire confer- 
ence, and a very special pleasure to the 
writer, to have present on Saturday even- 
ing, and a part of Sunday, Rev. Lewis 
Richey and wife, of the Christian Union 
church. Rev. Brother Richey knows the 
Christian Church, and has kept in touch 
with the Southern Ohio Christian Conference 
about as familiarly as its own ministers. 
The conference is always glad to see them, 
for they are indeed true servants of the 
Lord. 


Rev. A. W. Hook very kindly consented 
to remain and preach on Tuesday evening, 
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and thus closed four full days, and five 
evenings, of helpful religious service and 
Christian fellowship.

MISSION BOARD 


Isaiah 55: 1-13 


The Scripture :— 


Ho, every one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters, 
and he that hath no money; come ye, buy, and eat; 
yea, come, buy wine and milk without money and 
without price. Wherefore do ye spend money for 
that which is not bread? and your labour for that 
which satisfieth not? hearken diligently unto me, 
and eat ye that which is good, and let your soul 
delight itself in fatness. Incline your ear, and come 
unto me: hear, and your soul shall live; and I will 
make an everlasting covenant with you, even the 
sure mercies of David. Behold, I have given 
him for a witness to the people, a leader and 
commander to the people. Behold, thou shalt call a 
nation that thou knowest not, and nations that knew 
not thee shall run unto thee because of the Lord thy 
God, and for the Holy One of Israel; for he hath 
glorified thee. Seek ye the Lord while he may be 
found, call ye upon him while he is near. Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return unto the Lord, and he 
will have mercy upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon. For my thoughts are not 
your thoughts, neither are your ways my ways, saith 
the Lord. For as the heavens are higher than the 
earth, so are my ways higher than your ways, and 
my thoughts than your thoughts. For as the rain 
cometh down, and the snow from heaven, and return- 
eth not thither, but watereth the earth, and maketh 
it bring forth and bud, that it may give seed to the 
sower, and bread to the eater: So shall my word be 
that goeth forth out of my mouth: it shall not return 
unto me void, but it shall accomplish that which I 
please, and it shall prosper in the thing whereto I 
sent it. For ye shall go out with joy, and be led 
forth with peace: the mountains and the hills shall 
break forth before you into singing, and all the trees 
of the field shall clap their hands. Instead of the 
thorn shall come up the fir tree, and instead of the 
brier shall come up the myrtle tree: and it shall be 
to the Lord for a name, for an everlasting sign 
that shall not be cut off. 


The Leader :—Our meeting at this time is 
intended to set before us in brief form the 
deeds and doings of our foreign mission 
work. Our Foreign Secretary, Rev. M. T. 
Morrill, has prepared an article for us En- 
deavorers and this will be read later. What 
we need to do is to have a Missionary Com- 
mittee in our society that will not only tell 
us what has been done, but line us up in 
missionary effort. The new Christian En- 
deavor standards of our Christian Church 
ask us to raise fifty cents per member for 
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foreign missions and I suggest that we go 
right after this proposition till every mem- 
ber has agreed to do full duty.

NOTES 


The Secretary attended the Alabama Con- 
ference last week. Rev. John Taylor sub- 
mitted the Christian Endeavor report and 
Rev. E. M. Carter gave an address. The 
Christian Endeavor societies in the confer- 
ence are now inactive, but something will 
soon be done to awaken them. 

On Sunday (the twenty-first) the Secre- 
tary conducted a Christian Endeavor 
prayer-meeting in the North Highlands 
Christian church, Columbus, Ga., at 3:00 
p.m. This society is presided over by Miss 
Martha Anderson and has 108 members. It 
was good to be there. An offering was 
made for missions by the Endeavorers, each 
one placing his or her offering on the open 
Bible during a sweet song. No pennies 
were brought and few nickels. These young 
people are of the working class, but they 
know the Lord. 


This week the Secretary is to be with the 
Georgia and Alabama Conference at Am- 
brose, Georgia. The conference has recent- 
ly lost its most ardent Christian Endeavor 
worker, when Rev. B. J. Earp moved to 
Luray, Va., to become pastor there of a 
group of churches. 


OUR DENOMINATIONAL FOREIGN 
MISSION BOARDS 


BY M. T. MORRILL, 
Foreign Mission Secretary 


At first our denomination had no foreign 
mission boards and no home mission boards. 
In 1872, “The American Christian Church 
Extension Society” was organized and be- 
gan to do what we now call home mission 
work. Six years later that society was 
merged with the “Missionary and Church 
Extension Department of The American 
Christian Convention,” and kept on with 
home missions. In 1878, Rev. J. P. Watson, 
D. D., was elected Mission Secretary, and 
reelected in 1882. He conducted a lively 
missionary department in THE HERALD OF 
GOSPEL LIBERTY, and there frequently urged 
upon his readers the subject of foreign mis- 
sions, eliciting discussion by others. In his 
report to The American Christian Conven- 
tion, in 1882, he recommended the organ- 
ization of a Woman’s Board for Foreign 
Missions, but Convention took no action. 
During the discussion of missionary sub- 
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jects, it was even suggested that we might 
open a mission in Alaska. 

Dr. Watson, through THE HERALD, in 
1883, called for money for foreign missions, 
and met with immediate, although limited, 
response. However, from that very year 
the Mission Board became a foreign mission 
board as well as a home mission board. 


WOMAN’S FOREIGN BOARD 


At New Bedford, Mass., in 1886, The 
American Christian Convention chose 
twenty-five women to organize a Woman’s 
Board for Foreign Missions. They at once 
organized with Mrs. Achsah E. Weston, 
President; Rev. Emily K. Bishop, Vice- 
President; Miss Annie E. Batchelor, Re- 
cording Secretary; Rev. Ellen G. Gustin, 
Corresponding Secretary; Mrs. Elizabeth 
D. Barry, Treasurer; and the following 
year the Massachusetts Legislature granted 
the new Board a charter. It should be noted 
that, while this organization is auxiliary 
to The American Christian Convention, and 
raises money independently, the objects for 
its financial support have always been 
designated by the general Mission Board, 
and all its funds have been turned into the 
general mission treasury. From 1886-1917 
the Woman’s Board for Foreign Missions 
has raised $63,877.86. In the year just 
closed its best record has been made, name- 
ly, $6,478.34. The officers of the Board now 
are as follows: Honorary President, Rev. 
Ellen G. Gustin, Attleboro, Mass.; Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Alice V. Morrill, Dayton, Ohio; 
Vice-President, Mrs. C. H. Rowland, Frank- 
lin, Va.; Recording Secretary, Mrs. Gertrude 
Fletcher, Keswick, Ont.; Corresponding 
Secretary, Mrs. Lula C. Helfenstein, Day- 
ton, Ohio; Treasurer, Miss Mary A. Rowell, 
Franklin, N. H.; Advisory Member, Mrs. 
O. K. Hess, Dayton, Ohio. 


FOREIGN MISSION FIELDS 


At New Bedford, in 1886, it was also de- 
cided to begin missionary work in Japan, 
and the following year Rev. and Mrs. D. F. 
Jones, of North Carolina, opened a mission 
in Ishinomaki, soon reaching out to other 
points, locating most strategically. Being 
compelled to move south to Tokyo, he opened 
work there in 1888. Steady progress has 
been made, until there are now three sta- 
tions, twelve ordained pastors, fourteen or- 
ganized churches, 1,143 members, thirty- 
four Sunday-schools with enrolment of 
2,679, and mission property valued at $22,- 
000.00. 

Rev. H. J. Rhodes, then of New York, 
and Rev. and Mrs. D. P. Barrett, of Vir- 
ginia, went to Porto Rico in 1901 and open- 
ed a mission at Ponce, on the south side 
of the island. Sickness has greatly hamper- 
ed growth of that mission, and to-day there 
are but five organized churches with 273 
members, and nine Sunday-schools with 649 
enrolled. The mission property; including 
a home just purchased, is valued at about 
$21,000.00. 


PROGRESS AT HOME 


The hardest struggle all along has been 
to awaken missionary interest at home. 
Rev. J. G. Bishop, D. D., was elected Mis- 
sion Secretary in 1890, and he at once began 
to build up the foreign end of the work. 


He has seen remarkable progress, and 
through The Christian Missionary, which 
he established in 1894, thoroughly awaken- 
ed the denomination to the foreign mission- 
ary idea. The total amount of foreign mis- 
sion funds received since 1883 is $352,925.99. 

At the session held in Springfield, Ohio, 
1914, The American Christian Convention 
provided for a Home Mission Board and a 
Foreign Mission Board to direct the two 
departments of missionary work, and our 
foreign missions are now conducted by a 
Board consisting of Revs. M. T. Morrill, 
W. H. Denison, W. P. Fletcher, J. W. Har- 
rell, and Mr. J. O. Winters.

Introduction 

For four months Nehemiah prayed, fast- 
ed, and sought for a way and means where- 
by the Jews might be helped and encourag- 
ed, Jerusalem might be rebuilt. No way 
seemed to open, and Nehemiah might well 
have despaired. But the continued suspense 
showed in his face. It may be that previous 
to this time Nehemiah was of a light-heart- 
ed, care-free disposition. He lived at the 
palace in the midst of luxuries. Possibly 
there were few Jews there; he had not been 
brought into contact with them, as had 
Ezra. His own people, of his own family, 
may have lived elsewhere, and he had 
thrown himself whole-heartedly into his 
work as cupbearer to the king. Now he 
finds it hard to be always smiling, always 
ready. Soon the king observes the change; 
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watching closely, he discovers that Nehe- 
miah has no bodily ailment, and so one day, 
as Nehemiah presents the cup to the king, 
unexpectedly the way is opened for his re- 
quest. “What ails you?” asks the king. 
“You have never been sad in my presence 
before. You are not sick, yet something is 
wrong.” This is mind, not body, causing 
the change, “this is sorrow of the heart.” 
Nehemiah seems to have answered almost 
without thinking, so near to his lips lies the 
matter of which his heart is so full. But 
when the king asks what remedy shall be 
applied, then, in the time (scarcely long 
enough for a breath) between the question 
and the answer goes winging a prayer to 
God that the plan long since carefully 
thought out may find favor in the eyes of 
the king. God has not been idle; the seem- 
ing long delay to prayer has not been time 
wasted. Nehemiah secures, through the favor 
of the king, all the things for which he has 
asked; the material and helpers which are 
to encourage the despondent Jews, and the 
letters of the king which will keep at bay 
the enemy, giving the time necessary for the 
building of the walls free from interruption 
or strife. 





Study of the Lesson 

All seed takes time to germinate. The 
longer the life of a plant the longer the 
period of germination, as a rule. Jonah’s 
gourd sprang up in a night and withered 
in a day. An oak or an apple tree takcs 
months of germination, but long periods of 
life are ahead of the tree which results. 
Nehemiah had made a prayer for a great 
thing, and it took time before the answer 
came. No doubt, also, that during this 
waiting time, Nehemiah had consulted with 
others of his nation; had planned what was 
best to be done, and how best it could be 
accomplished, for when the king asked, his 
plan was “cut and dried.” But having done 
all they could, they must then wait the op- 
portunity to approach the king. Esther 
made her own time (Esther 5:2), but the 
need was different in that case. The same 
rule does not always apply. Conditions al- 
ter cases, here as in other matters. At 
last comes the day when the king, at ease 
in his own mind, and with his thoughts for 
the moment freed from care, finds time for 
relaxation and rest. He has called his wife, 
the queen, to sit with him, and is evidentiy 
in a friendly mood. Now, for the first time, 
he has leisure to note the change in the 
appearance of his cupbearer, and enquire 
the reason. “Out of the fulness of the 
heart, the mouth speaketh.” Nehemiah tells 
his trouble. “What do you want me to do?” 
asks the king. Stop here and think of 
prayer. How wonderful is the use of 
prayer. Here is a man who has been pray- 
ing and fasting, and beseeching God, taking, 
no doubt, all the time he wished for that 
purpose. But now, here is a crisis. He 
must answer at once. No time now for 
seeking his closet, for calling in his friends, 
for fasting, and praying. Yet Nehemiah 
uses almost the same expression here as in 
verse 4 of last lesson. One prayer was 
four months long, one not four seconds, but 
both were from the heart, and both were 
answered. Stop and consider whether you 
think the four-second prayer for proper 
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words would have been as likely to be an- 
swered had it not been preceded by the 
four-months’ prayer. “Enter into thy 
chamber to pray,” said Christ, but the 
chamber of the mind is often the only 
“secret place” to be found for many people. 
It has been well said that “just in that mo- 
ment of need, in the very presence of the 
king, with no time to spare, by a flash of 
thought, Nehemiah retires to that most 
lonely of all lonely places, the inner city of 
the mind, there to seek the help of the un- 
seen God. But it is not enough, and the 
answer is as swift as the prayer.” What is 
your first thought in an emergency? Is it 
prayer? Not unless you are used to pray- 
ing. 

Nehemiah asks for permission to go to 
Jerusalem; he asks for a company of sol- 
diers to go with him, but he, after all, is 
not seeking high position for himself. No 
matter how high the position he might hold 
in Israel, it was a “comedown” for the 
king’s favorite; for Israel was but a con- 
quered province, a small place among the 
nations. We know that afterwards he turn- 
ed his hand to whatsoever his hand found to 
do (Col. 3:23), for he was seeking to aid 
others, not personal aggrandizement. “Our 
ideals find us where we are; they carry us 
where we ought to be. Nehemiah’s ideal 
found him in the king’s palace; it took him 
to the homes of humble people; transferred 
him from the gentle services of a cupbearer 
to the rough life of a bricklayer; but it 
took him from services which perish with 
the using to those which have endured 
throughout the ages. It was a great day 
for Nehemiah when it was determined that 
he had stuff in him sufficient to exchange 
the position of gentleman-in-waiting to a 
king, to that of man-of-all-work for the peo- 
ple.”—Peloubet’s Notes. But it was even a 
greater change than that. He had become 
a personal servant of God, the King of 
kings, when he made the exchange. 

Ezra was ashamed to ask for a convoy. 
Do you think Nehemiah did right when he 
asked? Was there any difference in their 
situations which justified the difference in 
action? Would Nehemiah have been as able 
to enforce his position as king’s envoy, and 
governor, had he come unattended? Is there 
not here something of what Paul meant by 
being “all things unto men,” or that which 
Christ referred to as “rendering unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s?” For 
how many things did Nehemiah ask? What 
did he receive? Does it not show a well-laid 
plan of campaign that he knew exactly for 
what to ask? We have a promise that God 
will “give us” what we shall speak (Matt. 
10:19) when we are “delivered up,” i. e., 
caught unawares. But would Nehemiah 
have had the fitting words given him now 
had he failed to prepare with thought, con- 
sultation, and meditation as well as prayer 
during the four months preceding? 





Application of the lesson 

God does not do for us what we can do 
for ourselves. We must do our share, and 
He will do the rest. 

It is better to be a doorkeeper in the 
house of the Lord than dwell in the tents 
of wickedness. We serve a higher than a 
king. (Col. 3: 24) 
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God does not always answer as we ex- 
pect, but although we may not always un- 
derstand, His answers are better than we 
expected “above all that we are able to ask 
or think.”

GREETING :—The “Call to the Colors” has 
peculiar significance these days when the 
most familiar sounds we hear are the beat- 
ing of drums and the measured tread of 
marching feet, and the most familiar sights, 
those of waving flags and countless soldiers 
preparing to start to the front. 

All honor to the noble men who have re- 
sponded to their country’s call! Our hearts 
and our prayers go with them. 

Let those of us who remain at home rec- 
ognize that the same call of patriotism and 
loyalty to which our soldiers have responded 
is just as truly a call of patriotism and 
loyalty to us to defend our homes, our 
churches, and our country by building up 
clean citizenship and moral character 
among the youth of the nation. The Inter- 
national Sunday-School Association is mak- 
ing a large contribution to this end, and 
has its peculiar part to perform in these 
trying times. The Sunday-schools have 
been recognized in a definite way by our 
Government, and have been requested to 
undertake specific lines of activity in con- 
nection with the war. We must recognize 
our opportunity and responsibility now, and 
measure up to our privileges, or we shall 
prove ourselves unworthy of the place we 
occupy and of our splendid past. 

Mr. Gerald W. Birks, Supervisor of the 
Y. M. C. A. work among Canadian troops 
in Europe, writing from Great Britain to 
our International Office, puts up a tremen- 
dous challenge to us in these words: 

While readily appreciating the magnifi- 
cent opportunities of Christian service over 
here, I am every day becoming more and 
more impressed with the fact that the real 
constructive work of the Kingdom is what is 
ae | done at home by the Sunday-school, 

. M. C. A., and kindred organizations, for 
nen seems but little chance of a man 
coming through these awful experiences 
straight, unless his feet have been firmly 
planted on the rock before he leaves home. 
So I urge upon you, as this war many pos- 
sibly be drawn out for years, to do your 
part with the older boys who are now being 
called to the colors. 

This discriminating appreciation as to the 
value of proper training for the boys during 
their teen age is certainly a challenge to all 
Sunday-school workers to do their best. The 
best psychologist, William James, said that 
the world needed a moral equivalent for 
war. We certainly have it in the Sunday- 
school, for here we contend against the 
most dangerous and insidious of enemies, one 
who can destroy the soul as well as the 
body. There can be no mightier incentive 
for Sunday-school workers than to set the 
feet of our boys and girls in the paths of 
righteousness.

It is perfectly surprising how many 
vigorous mosquitoes can hide in the dark 
corner of a room ready to perforate your 
skin, even in broad daylight. 





We understand that M. E. Martinez, a 
member of our Ponce church in Porto Rico, 
became pastor at Santa Isabel the first of 
November. He is the pastor who will be 
supported by the Young People of the East- 
ern Virginia Conference. Under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. W. V. Leathers, of Holland, 
Va., the young people have made a splendid 
canvass, and are able to undertake the full 
support of a man for the Santa Isabel field. 





Rev. E. K. McCord is very much in de- 
mand, and is unable to accept at once all 
the invitations he has received to visit 
churches.

Our Azabu, Tokyo, Japan, church has 
just been celebrating the tenth anniversary 
of Pastor Matsuno’s assuming the pastorate 
there. 





Rev. C. P. Garman writes: “On my way 
to church the first Sunday after returning 
to Tokyo, I went by the lot which I wrote 
about last—the one that could probably be 
had for Y7,000 cash, plus enough to regis- 
ter at the court. You may imagine my feel- 
ings when I found a building in process of 
construction, and a Shinto priest at that 
moment performing a dedicatory ceremony, 
bowing to the ground, first in this direction 
and then in that, kneeling before shelves 
on which were numerous emblems; burning 
incense, etc., etc.; this all occurring on mats 
spread on the ground beneath a temporary 
roof. I was greatly disheartened for a 
while, but the thought came that perhaps— 
yes, surely—God must have something bet- 
ter for us.”

The following summary, which we clip 
from The Gospel Herald, deals with big 
figures, and makes a missionary man’s 
mouth water. Will the Church in America 
continue satisfied with its present rate of 
missionary giving, when a single organiza- 
tion, the Y. M. C. A., is asking for nearly 
double what the whole American Church 
puts annually into evangelizing the world? 


The extra session of the sixty-fifth Con- 
gress which adjourned October 6 has been 
a record-breaker in more ways than one. 
When the fifty-first Congress, about twenty- 
eight years ago, voted over a billion dollars 
in appropriations in two years, the party in 
power was accused of such reckless extrava- 
gance that the people repudiated it at the 
polls in the next general election. But the 
sixty-fifth Congress, in less than six months’ 
time, voted the extraordinary sum of over 
$21,000,000,000 and receives the plaudits of 
the country generally for so doing. Follow- 
ing is a list of bills passed during the ses- 
sion: 

The declaration of war resolution. 

The draft law, calling 10,000,000 ren to 
military service. 

The espionage bill, including the embargo 


act. 

The food control bill, establishing a food 
dictatorship. 

The soldiers’ and sailors’ war insurance 
bill. 

The trading with the enemy act. 

The war revenue bill, expecting to raise 
$2,535,000,000. 

Appropriation bills totaling many billions. 

Bond bills totaling $18,538,000,000. 

Total appropriations and authorizations 
—$21,389,000,000. 

Total revenue provided by bonds and tax- 
ation—$19,403,000,000.

If you have appointed a Missionary Com- 
mittee in your church, you should report 
the name of the chairman to our offices. 
Have them write to us for information and 
help. 





Some things that the Missionary Commit- 
tee can do: 

Get after the pastor, if he is negligent 
along missionary lines. 

Make a written report every month to 
the church. If you tell the church that you 
will report every month, then it is up to you 
to get something to report. 

Cooperate with the Sunday-school and 
have a missionary five minutes every Sun- 
day. Be sure to not make it more than 
five minutes. 

Use literature freely, yet tactfully. Be 
sure to get it read and some one will soon 
be showing an interest. The moment in- 
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terest is shown, seek something for them to 
do. 

Organize and secure a leader for a mis- 
sion study class. Such a class does not need 
to be large. Sometimes a little leaven of 
interest in mission study will be the means 
of starting an awakening for the whole 
church toward large missionary service. 

Talk every-member canvass and every- 
Sunday giving until you get something ac- 
complished. 

Ask your pastor to have the committee 
lead the prayer-meeting once a month, at 
which time try to get definite intercession 
for our missionaries and mission points. 

See that your church reaches the Stand- 
ard for the Missionary Church of our de- 
nomination. Set your aim at an average of 
at least one cent a week per member.

The Home Mission Secretary, the Foreign 
Mission Secretary, the Mission Treasurer, 
the Publisher of The Christian Missionary, 
the Financial Agent, all made their annual 
reports and they were referred to their 
proper departments and committees. 

The Board, by vote, expressed its heart- 
felt thanks to our mission officials, Messrs. 
Morrill, Thomas, Bishop, and Miss Ruse, 
for their faithful service, and we are grate- 
ful to our Heavenly Father and to them for 
their continued and increasing success. We 
congratulate the Christian Church that in 
this stress and strain of war the interests 
of missions are not neglected, but that a 
greater future for the Kingdom appears.

Voted that the Board pay twenty per 
cent. of the salary and expenses of the 
Religious Education Secretary of The 
American Christian Convention for the 
coming year, or such a part of the year 
as may elapse before the Forward Move- 
ment of the Christian Church assumes 

sixty per cent. of his salary. 

An appropriation was made covering the 
expenses of the Board meeting. 

A committee was appointed to memorial- 
ize the Trustees of The Christian Publish- 
ing Association to continue to assume the 





deficit caused by publishing The Christian. 
Annual. The committee reported that the 
Board of Trustees declined to do so. 
It was voted that the Secretary of the 
Board respectfully notify the Executive 
Board of The American Christian Con- 
vention that this Mission Board, feel- 
ing that its monies are contributed for 
missions, rather than publishing, the re- 
sponsibility of which belongs to another de- 
partment of our Church, does not deem it 
wise to assume any portion of the deficit in 
publishing The Christian Annual. j 

It was voted that it is the sense of this 
Board that the purpose of The American 
Christian Convention in regard to appoint- 
ing two Boards, one for home missions and 
and for foreign missions has been attained 
without incorporating each Board as a sep- 
arate incorporation and the following me- 
morial to the next session of the Convention 
was adopted: 

WHEREAS, It appears that The American Christian 
Convention, in session at Springfield, Ohio, in Oc- 
tober, 1914, by change of its constitution, planned for 
and anticipated that the home and foreign: mission 
work of the Christian Church should be administered 
by two separate boards of directors, for sake of ef- 
ficiency and progress and to secure special expert 
supervision for the said home and foreign work; 

WHEREAS, It appears that the said Convention, to 
insure efficiency, progress, and supervision, contem- 
plated the separate incorporation of such board of 
directors, the two eventually to take over the busi- 
ness and property now in the hands of the Mission 
Board of the Christian Church; and 

WHEREAS, The Executive Board of The American 
Christian Convention, at its session in July, 1917, 
granted a stay of incorporation proceedings, until 
the said Mission Board might memorialize The 
American Christian Convention in its 1918 session ; 
now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we most respectfully declare our 
belief that the end which the Convention sought to 
gain has already been attained; that the Home and 
Foreign Mission Departments of the Mission Board 
are working harmoniously, and effectively; that the 
measure of cooperation now existing is helpful, rather 
than detrimental; and that the present arrangement, 
with a single incorporation and two departments of 
work is probably ideal for our missionary cause in 
its present stage; and be it further 

Resolved, That we respectfully petition The Ameri- 
ean Christian Convention to modify its constitution, 
especially Article XII., so that the Mission Board of 
the Christian Church shall consist of two departments 
and boards of directors provided for in Article X. and 
XI., working under the single incorporation known 
as the Mission Board of the Christian Church, as at 
present constituted by charter from the State of Ohio. 


The Secretary was instructed to give 
notice of this memorial to the Secretary of 
The American Christian Convention, and 
to give due notice of amendment in accord- 
ance with the constitution of The American 
Christian Convention. It was also referred 
to both the Home Mission and the Foreign 
Mission Commissions to report at the next 
session of the Convention. 

Resolved that this Board express its 
heartiest congratulations to the brethren of 
the Southern Christian Convention in their 
placing before them of such a splendid goal 
of missionary effort and placing a secretary 
in the field to help towards its attainment. 
And we urge other parts of our Zion to 
show like faith and enthusiasm so that our 
people may unitedly arise to greater things 
for the coming of the Kingdom.

Careful consideration was given to the 
Foreign Secretary’s report, the reports of 
all our missionaries, the Treasurer’s report, 
and the suggestions of the many workers 
present from the field, the minutes and 
records of the Japan and Porto Rico mis- 
sions.

The following resolutions were adopted: 

That a cable be sent Missionary D. P. 
Barrett to purchase the property in Ponce 
for a mission home as per correspondence 
for $6,000. 

That the appropriation for Porto Rico be 
$4,650, the same to cover all items of the 
budget. 

That $200 be appropriated toward the 
budget of the Committee on Cooperation in 
Latin-America, said sum to be provided as 
nearly as possible by the special call recent- 
ly sent to Sunday-schools. 

That thirty-six dollars be appropriated 
toward the expense of the Foreign Mission 
Headquarters Building in New York City. 

That the appropriation for the Japan 
budget be $10,700, and $1,344 for Mission- 
ary E. K. McCord’s furlough salary and 
rent. 

That the Foreign Secretary be given per- 
mission to raise seventy-five dollars for a 
bed in Aukasa hospital, Tokyo, Japan. 

That the Foreign Secretary have permis- 
sion to raise a special fund of $450 for 
building a chapel in Kannari, Japan. 

That the Board continue to make ap- 
propriation to cover the extra cost of ex- 
change paid by our Treasurer in Japan on 
our remittances to him. 

That in reply to the communication of 
Rev. K. Matsuno, President of the Japan 
Christian Conference, we express our de- 
termination to return Rev. and Mrs. E. K. 
McCord to their work in Japan as soon as 
possible after the next session of The Amer- 
ican Christian Convention. 

That we extend our thanks for the Japan 
Mission’s thoughtfulness in supplying the 
Mission Board with the latest copies of 
The Christian Movement in the Japanese 
Empire. 

That we approve the idea of a Union 
Christian University in Japan, and express 
the hope that we may have some share in 
helping to realize it. 

That Rev. C. P. Garman be appointed 
a member of the Advisory Board of the 
Tokyo Grammar School for Foreign Chil- 
dren, and that he be allowed to solicit in- 
dividual subscriptions for the erection of a 
building for that purpose. 

That the Board does not feel that the 
time is opportune for inviting a Japanese 
representative to attend the next session of 
The American Christian Convention. 

That the Japan minutes be approved on 
all itents that have not already been acted 


upon. 

P That the Board looks with favor on the 
development of special lines of missionary 
work such as will make the mission more 
effective, but that it be left to the Mission 
to determine the actual character of the 
work to be done by each of the mission- 
aries. 


That our heartiest thanks be given the 
Woman’s Foreign Mission Board for their 
splendid work and that we request them to 
continue the Sendai field as their work for 
the year, and to do all they can to increase 
the Building Fund. 

The Manual was amended as follows: 

To correct clerical error in division 
eleven, section two, of the foreign part the 
following words are inserted at the end: 
“provided, That the Board may approve ex- 
tended furlough travel and begin payment 
of furlough salary one month from date of 
missionary’s leaving the field, or prolong 
it until within thirty days of his reaching 
the field. It is understood that the Board 
shall amply provide for a missionary’s 
maintenance and expense in going to and 
from his field, and hence the cessation of 
salary during travel.” 

In division eleven, section three, the fol- 
lowing are added to the end following 
America, “and shall not be charged to the 
field appropriations.” 

In division thirty-three the sentence, “As 
—field,” is stricken out. 


FOREIGN MISSION POLICY 


The following Foreign Policy for the im- 
mediate future was adopted for the guid- 
ance of the Board: 

1. That we keep ever in mind the in- 
creasing necessities and expenses of the 
present work. 

2. That we recognize the most pressing 
need in our Japan work to be immediate 
enlargement of equipment by erection of a 
mission home in Tokyo, proper housing of 
the church, kindergarten, etc., at Naka 
Shibuya, and erection of chapels in strategic 
centers. 

38. That we should for several years 
make possible the training and addition of 
Japanese pastors to about double the pres- 
ent force. 

4. That we have it in mind to establish 
a school, or preferably, one or two dor- 
mitories, probably one in Tokyo and one 
farther north. The dormitories will prob- 
ably afford us as large an opportunity as 
we can handle, and be valuable adjuncts 
in training our future ministry and laity. 

5. That as rapidly as the above plans 
are well on toward realization, we should 
send out other missionaries and missionary 
families, remembering that they must be 
properly housed and given equipment to 
work with. 

6. That in Porto Rico we should provide 
at least two mission homes, one of them in 
Ponce, a chapel in Santa Isabel, and per- 
haps a cheaper building or two at other 
points. 

7. That we should there considerably 
strengthen our force of pastors, preferably 
by the education of students raised up in 
our own mission. 

8. That we should add one missionary 
family and perhaps one single woman to the 
present force at an early date. 

9. That we should share, according to 
our ability, in the union mission schools 
and other enterprises now in existence or 
hereafter to be developed on the island. 

10. That the above program be subject 
to alterations made necessary by emergen- 
cies or change of conditions. 

11. It is estimated that the above im- 
mediate program will cost $80,000, in addi- 
tion to maintaining the present work we 
are now doing. We urge our brotherhood to 
provide us with these additional funds to 
carry on the work in the order of impor- 
tance as above outlined.

Dr. and Mrs. F. G. Coffin, of Albany, N.
